THE WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS AND 
THE REBATE PLAN. 


The letter of Mr. James Richardson 
to President C. F. G. Meyer of the 
National Wholesale Drug Association, 
which appeared in the issue of the 
REPORTER of March 4th, has awak- 
ened the general interest which the 
importance of the subject and the 
seriousness of Mr. Richardson’s charges 
would warrant. As might have been 
expected, anumber of prominent job- 
bers have replied to the letter in terms 
of denial of the charges whichit makes. 
This week our columns contain a reply 
by Mr. Meyer, in which he officially 
meets, and in a measure contradicts 
the allegations made by Mr. Richard- 
son Mr. Seabury also takesa hand in 
the correspondence, from the stand- 
point of the proprietor, and Mr. Kelly, 
chairman of the commiteee on propri- 
etary goods, favors us witha copy of 
the following circular which he has 


just issued. 

In consequence of the letter of Mr. James 
Richardson, of the Richardson Drug Company, 
St. Louis, entitled “How the rebate plan ls 
evaded,” published in the OL, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTEK the 4th inst,I deem it my 
duty to request the members of the association 
to inform me promptly what their experience 
thus far has been asto the observance of the 
rulesand regulations of the rebate plan, and 
whether its maintenance is desirable or not. 

I regard the present asa critical time in its 
history. If you consider the continuance of 
the rebate plan essential to your interests it is 
important at this time to give a promptand 
emphatic expression to this effect. While it ig 


not my intention in this circular to discuss Mr. 
Richardson’s letter, 1 must confess my surprise 
at the broad charges of infidelity, asin my of- 
ficial position I would be likely to know if 
there were any considerable number of viola- 
tions or evasions of the plan. 
Earnestly requesting a prompt reply,

It is to be hoped that this letter will 
receiye the general frank response to 
which it is entitled. That evasions of 
the rebate plan are practised, is known 
to every one, although no single house 
is, perhaps, in a position to judge to 
what extent they are carried. There is 
certainly a prevailing sentiment that 
the net results of the plan are benefi- 
cial to jobbers, but this should not 
prevent them from reporting to Mr. 
Kelly the actual results according to 
their observation. It may be found 
that evasions are more general and 
more serious than had been generally 
suppesed, and that, if the plan should 
not be abandoned, a halt should at 
least be called, in the manner in which 
its provisions are disregarded, and 
steps taken to secure their more 
rigid enforcement. The REPORTER 
will not assume, at this time, to sit in 
Judgment on the plan, but it believes 
that nothing is to be lost by a thorough 
canvas of the situation and a prompt 
and definite answer to the problem, 
raised by Mr. Richardson, as to whether 
the plan is observed with a sufficient 
measure of good faith to merit the con- 
tinued support of proprietors and job. 
bers generally. It is evident that the 
members have been lax in reporting 
instances of violation to the proper 
committees, and it is very uncertain as 
to whether this laxity has led to an 
exaggeration of the cause of complaint, 
or to a general and unwarranted sense 
of security in the belief that there were 
practically no violations.

THF SITUATION IN THE THORN 
CREEK OIL FIELD. 


The bringing in of several good wells 
in the Thorn Creek district last week, 
temporarily increased the production 
of that phenomenal pool. For a brief 
and fleeting period, contained within 
the narrow limits assigned to a calen- 
dar day, the output exceeded a trifle 
over 10,000 barrels. Oil men who had 
predicted that the field would eventu- 
ally produce 20,000 barrels per diem, 
felt so jubilant that they retired to 
their couches with wine swelled heads. 
When the bright sun arose from its 
rose and cardinal tinted bed yesterday, 
and prepared for its eclipse by the pale 
moon which had staid out late in or- 
der that it might meet and darken the 
eyes of the orb of day, it found that 
the production of the Thorn Creek 
annex had dwindled down to 8,051 bar- 
rels. Then the sun became disgusted 
and frowningly hid its face behind a 
bank of clouds. 

The new wells which had been added 
to the list of producers were vampires. 
They had sucked the life blood out of 
the old wells, whose roots, so to speak, 
had touched theirs, All the wells fin- 
ished were within the defined limits of 
the field, whose borders except on the 
northeastern edge have now been thor- 
oughly outlined by the busy drill. 
Wells that start off merrily at 2,000 bar- 
rels a day soon become exhausted and 
in a short period fall into the sere and 
yellow leaf. Some mystify their own- 
ery by stopping altogether, while others 
sink to the plebian ranks as small 
pumpers. The story of one Thorn 
Creek gusher will generally fit all of its 
many successors. Starting in large 
they soon wear their young lives away, 

and ere the moon waxes and wanes 
many are numbered with the things 
that were. 

Thorn Creek is simply one of nature’s 
reservoirs in which a certain amount 
of petroleum has been stored. Each 
additional outlet provided only helps to 
exhaust the supply and soon the sand- 
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gether. Evenif the important Mark- 
ham test, which is expected to ex- 
tend the possible eastern limits of the 
pools, come iu asa good producer, it 
will not change the geological charac- 
ter of the field, nor add significance to 
it as a disturbing factor in the petro- 
leum situation. The well may or 
not prove a gusher. The chances are 
in favor of the latter theory. There 
are still many other wells drilling in 
Thorn Creek. The majority will pos- 
sibly start off as good producers, but 
they will help to more speedily drain 
the short lived territory. In a few 
weeks Thorn Creek will, from present 
indications, cease to be reckoned as a 
factor in the petroleum situation. 

The statistical position of petroleum 
continues strong. The deliveries still 
exceed the runs by handsome percent- 
ages. Up to March 12 the pipe line 
runs have averaged 52,949 barrels aday, 
against an average of 54,997 barrels in 
February, 63.298 barrels in January, 
68,203 barrels in March, 1884, and 64,- 
404 barrels in March, 1883. The aver- 
age of deliveries has been 62,820 bar- 
rels per day, as contrasted with 68,216 
barrels last month, 59,230 barrels in 
January, 60,448 barrels in March, 1884, 
and 52,771 barrels in March, 1883. The 
daily average of charters has been 
23,901 barrels as compared with 35,966 
barrels last month, 37,984 barrels in 
January, 30,590 barrels in March, 1884, 
and 31,951 barrels in March, 1883,

ALLEGED, BRIBERY BY A STAND- 
ARD OFFICIAL. 


In our news columns this week will be 
found reprinted a despatch from Cleve- 
land, which appeared in the New York 
Times of Monday last, describing an 
alleged attempt on the part of an offi- 
cial of the Standard Oil Company to 
bribe the book-keeper of Messrs Scofield 
Shurmer & Teagle, to betray his em- 
ployers. The reportr ecounts one of the 
most stupid and unjust attempts to 
violate the integrity of an employe and 
the sacred privacy of business affairs, 
that has ever come to our notice. If 
the present charges should prove to be 
well founded, and the action of this 
official should be found to have been 
sanctioned by the authority, or even 
the policy of the company, its atti- 
tude toward its business rivals will ap- 
pear to be quite different from what 
any reputable business firm would 
willingly occupy. At the office of the 
company here, it was asserted on Mon- 
day that nothing more definite was 
known than the newspaper report; 
but it was evident from the surprise 
and indignation expressed that if the 
report should prove substantially true, 
it would receive an emphatic re- 
buke. 

So weak and foolish an act of sharp 
practice as the one now alleged, has 
never yet been successfully charged 
upon any responsible member of the 
Standard management. If the present 
charge be sustained, the Company will 
be shown to have been in the highest 
degree unfortunate in its choice of its 
new Secretary. When the paltry na- 
ture is considered of the stake npon 
which the latter is claimed to have 
risked the honor of this great cor 
poration, the strongest opponents of 
the Standard can hardly fail to credit 
the emphatic denial of the New York 
managers of all previous knowledge 
or suspicionsof Mr. Squire’s action, 

This affair has an importance far be- 
yond the matters immediately involved. 
The Standard Oil Company has in 
times past suffered greatly in reputa- 
tion from unwarranted and unjustifabl 
actions on the part of its subordinates, 
and from the exaggerated stories to 
which these have given rise. We will 
not prejudge a case so suddenly pre- 
sented against a gentleman well-known 
in local oil circles ; but unless the alle- 
gations of the despatch : “ferred to are 
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met promptly and satisfactorily "dis- 
proved, we will look for such condem- 
nation of the act as will convince all 
honest men that the Company does not 


approve of such business methods.

THE INCREASED CONSUMPTION OF 
COCOANUT OIL. 


The enlarged movement of Ceylon 
eocoanut oil, which continues at an 
encouraging rate, is strong evidence 
that it is growing in favor with soap 
manufacturers. Low prices have stim- 
ulated consumption and opened chan- 
nels for a wider distribution of the 
article, which probably would not 
otherwise have occurred. Notwith- 
standing the large supplies coming 
here from time to time, there has been 
no sacrifice of stocks, and unlike many 
another article, holders are not com- 
pelled to retain their property for want 
of asteady movement. The tallow 
market is partly responsible for any 
extremely low values, and liberal ship- 
ments have proved another bearish 
element in the past, but taken alto- 
gether, Ceylon cocoanut oil has not 
shared the same fate as other articles 
in that line. and in the face of the gen- 
eral depression, makes a tolerably good 
showing. The small purchases of con- 
sumers have been one of the leading 
features of the market, but the aggre- 
gate business generally reached the 
amount of available supplies, leaving 
very little if any surplus to weaken the 
market. The jobbing movement 
realized better prices for holders in the 
long run, than if the bulk of the stock 
was disposed of upon arrival. Con- 
sumers continue to buy in limited 
quantities to fill immediate wants, and 
as they have no stock on hand, consid- 
erable eagerness is manifested at the 
arrival of every fresh lot to obtain 
possession of part of the same. This 
was notably the case with the small 
receipts last week which were soon 
picked up. TI » present stock in store

yet reached its height, but, as stated 
above, the consumptive. outlet is en- 
larging sufficiently in the United 
States to take up the supplies coming 
here. As will be noticed by the fig- 
ures below, the stock in London is 
smaller than it has been for three years 
at this time, while there is no compar- 
ison between the quantities afloat this 
year and last, but the deliveries during 
February were unusually light. The 
statistical position of cocoanut oil in 
London, on March 2 was as follows:

An idea of the increasing imports of 
Ceylon oil can be obtained from the 
figures of the past three years, which 
showed 5,718,108 pounds for 1882, and 
8,497,289 pounds for 1883, while during 
last year this port received the unusual 
amount of 9,336,359 pounds. The mar- 
ket has not reached eight cents for 
round lots since July 1883, with the 
exception of a temporary spurt in Sep- 
tember of the same year. In January 
any February of last year, values 
almost touched that figure. The large 
quantity of Cuban oil brought here in 
1882 amounting to 406,765 pounds, 
overburdened the market and discour- 
aged further business to the extent 
that only 105,738 pounds were imported 
at New York during 1883. Last year 
the receipts were increased to 293,677 
pounds, but there has been little life 
to the market.

THE SEAL OIL INDUSTRY. 


This paper has ceased to quote seal 
oil for the reason that the market has 
been bare of stock for some time, the 
last importation being about two years 
ago. The duty of twenty per cent 
practically put an end to the traffic 
for the present, so far as this country 
was concerned. In former years when 
whale oil commanded a dollar per gal- 
lon, seal oil was an important article 
of commerce and entered into compe- 
tition with the first named. So long 
as values ranged above sixty cents per 
gallon, the field was open for the pro- 
duct of the seal, but the market has 
not touched that point since last May, 
and as values have been on a declining 
basis, with the exception of one or two 
temporary spurts, no encouragement 
was offered importers to handle the 
foreign article. The fact that no oil 
comes to this port does not indicate a 
decline of the industry. Great Britain 
is a large consumer of seal oil, and the 
Newfoundland fisheries appear to be 
as prosperous as ever, and claimed to 
be the greatest ocean fisheries in the 
world. For the past fifty years the 
catch on the Newfoundland coast has 
averaged over 450,000 per annum, the 
largest catch on record being 687,000 in 
1831. The fisheries of Greenland and 
the northern seas have become matters 
of history, while other localities have 
been placed under legal restrictions. 
The fur seal trade has nothing to do 
with the Newfoundland fisheries, as 
the seal is hunted there for its oil and 
hide exclusively. There are nearly 400 
vessels and steamers engaged in the 
business around Newfoundland, which 
are chartered from nearly every port 
in the province and start on the voy- 
age by the first of March. Between 
that month and the last of May, which 
ends the season, two trips are gener-

THE BOSTON WHITE LEAD AGREE- 
MENT. 


The white lead dealers, at Boston, 
adopted last week, and submitted to 
the New York corroders, a form of 
agreement, governing the sale of white 
lead in less than five or ten lots. It 
was considered here, and although find- 
ing some approval on first considera- 
tion, when it came to be offered for 
signatures none of the corroders were 
found willing to accept its provisions: 
The main objections to the plan appear 
on its face. It lacks strength, being 
destitute of any enforcing clauses, and, 
moreover, it proposes restrictions in 
the smaller quantities which, if lived 
up to while there was an open market 
on the larger quantities, were regarded 
as giving the western corroders advan- 
tages over those of the east. The cor- 
roders here, so far as we are able to 
learn their sentiments, are in favor of 
an agreement on lead, but they want 
one that will have same force, and will 
be likely to survive for a longer period 
than it required to secure the signa- 
tures toit. It cannot be said, we think, 
that the Boston plan, which we present 
herewith, possessed either of these 


qualifications. The plan was as fol- 
lows: 
BOSTON PAINT AND OIL CLUB’S LEAD AGREE- 


MENT. 

1, Voted that itis inexpedient for this club 
to makea combination of prices for more than 
five tons of pure white lead. 

2. Voted that a scale of fixed prices be adopt- 
ed rather than a system of rebates. 

8 Voted that for less than five hundred 
pounds the price shall be 6 cents per pound for 
500 pounds, and less than 2,000 pounds bought 
and paid for at one time the price shall be 54 
cents per pound. For 2,000 pounds and leas than 
10,000 pounds bought and paid for at one time 
the price shall be 534 cents per pound, Terms 
net cash or 30 days without discount, 

4. Voted sales of 10,000 pounds and over shal) 
be an open market until corredors shall make 
some arrangement to the contrary, 

5. Voted that no deviation or cutting from 
the above prices shall be met but shall be re- 
ported to the Executive Committee of P.O. 
Club, who shall investigate the same. 

6. Voted that the list of prices given above is 
understood to be for white lead in the cities of 
Boston and Salem, Mass., Providence, R. I., and 
Portland, Me., which constitute the corroding 
points of New Engiand and in all other places 
the freight from the nearest of these corroding 
points shall be added to the price. Lots of less 
than 500 pounds no freight to be added to the 
price 

%. Voted that when white lead is soid by cor- 
roder or dealer for shipment direct from fac- 
tory to any city or town in New England except 
the corroding points named above, the freight 
from nearest of the corroding points shall be 
added and placed upon the bill. 

8. Dealers outside of the corroding points to 
have the right to equalize freights with the 
nearest corroding points when making sales. 

9. Voted that the corroders be requested to 
decline to sell any party in New England who 
does not conform to the rules of this combina- 


tion.

CUSTOM HOUSE REFORMS. 

Importers will be pleased to learn 
that the “fraud roll” has been abol- 
ished from the revenue service. Per- 
sons employed under that head were 
supposed to discover impositions on the 
Government and check undervaluation 
of invoices, but recent developments 
gave the bureau of spies an unsavory 
character, and proper investigation 
proved to the satisfaction of the ap- 
pointing power, that the Government 
was supporting a nest of blackmailers. 
Secretary Manning did not take long 
to deliberate, but issued an official 














order last week expelling the ‘fraud 
roll” from the service. This will prove 
one of the most beneficent reforms of 
the administration. It is certainly 
‘* good riddance to bad rubbish.” In- 
stead of aiding the Government in de- 
tecting frauds, the political wire—pull- 
ers on the fraud roll were generally 
found working the Custom House for 
all it was worth, and winking at 
crookedness when influenced by filthy 
lucre. The department of special 
agents is also under fire, and the new 
Secretary promises to remove all bar- 
nacles to the successful and satisfac- 
tory working of the service. It is 
understood that instead of paying a 
regular salary to alleged detectives 
who do not detect, the appropriation 
intended for the discovery of fraud 
will be used in the employment of 
men in particular cases where there is 
good ground for suspecting dishonesty.

The quicksilver mines of New Almaden were 
opened some years previous to 1850. The reg- 
ular workings of which records have been kept 
extend from that date to the present time. Dur- 
ing the thirty-four years ended with 1883, the 
quicksilver product of these mines has been 
exceeded by that of Almaden in Spain only. 
During this period, the yield of New Almaden 
has been 79 per cent of that of its namesake in 
Spain, three times that of Idria in Austria, and 
greater than that of all the other mines in the 
world put together. 


The natural gas commissioners of Pittsburg 
are examining experts and other witnesses, 
with the object of devising some preventive of 
explosion from leakage. General manager 
Hartupee. of the Fuel Gas Company, exhibited 
a new kind of fitting, which he thought would 
be of great service. ‘‘We stop leaks by calk- 
ing,’ said he, “or by putting on a sleeve, which 
is bolted on the casting and then made solid 
with lead. Contraction and expansion by heat 
and cold, I believe, would cause leaks where 
sleeves are put, as the lead having no elasticity 
would not give with the casting.” 


The glassworkers’ strike, which resulted in 
the closing down of the eight glass factories in 
Rellaire, Martin’s Ferry and Bridgeport, Ohio, 
last December, is at an end. The operators 
have hadaconference with the men, and in- 
formed them that if they would go to work 
until next June at the rates prevailing when 
the strike occurred and endeavor to secure an 
arrangement such as the manufacturers con- 
templated, whereby wages will be paid by the 
piece, the works would start up as soon as the 
fires could be lighted. The men have accepted 
the offer. 

Jacob A. Sherman, a merchant of No, 251 
Broadway, this city, caused the arrest Thurs- 
day of E. D. Johnson, a former employee, on 
a charge of appropriating goods and money to 


the value of over $5,000. Sherman says that 
Johnson had charge of a stable at No. 188 Fort 
Green place, Brooklyn, and was also employed 
by him. In October, 1884, Sherman stored 
about $3,000 worth of soap in the loft over the 
stable andin February, when he went to ex- 
amine the stock, he found that upwards of 1500 
boxes of soap had been removed.

A large numbe r of people in Boothbay, Me. 
are kept busy in an industry which has been 
copied from the Arctic regions. They are now 
at work cutting up the fourth whale which has 
been taken between Monhegan and Squirrel 
Islands. The whalesare shot with a bomb or 
shell from a gun, the hunters firing from the 
deck of asteamer. Each whale produces from 
40 to 50 barrels of oil, and the 60-ton carcass is 
made into fertilizer. Four whales have been 
towed in within three weeks, and five more are 
killed and lying on the bottom. Two of these 
are buoyed and anchored, so that when they 
rise, which uccurs in about 10 days, they cannot 
float off. 


The report of Special Agent Evans, of the 
Treasury Department, on the operations of 
trade between the United States and Mexico, 
asthe result of his investigations under in- 
structions from the department, has been 
received. It sets forth that the Mexican 
customs regulations are difficult of compre- 
hension and unnecessarily enerous, no less 
than 17 papers or copies being required to be 
presented on a direct importation, and a con- 
sular invoice. costing $14 55, being required 
when the walue of goods exceeds $40. On the 
question of reciprocity, Mr. Evans is of the 
opinion that the demand for American pro- 
ducts appear to be too limited to make the 
trade important.

1,000 feet, at a point almost the north of the 
wells of Bell Brothers at Clarence. The first 
hole sunk at the Clarence Works has been 
stopped by a fall of the strata from the upper 
part of the seam. The mass of rock, in its de- 
scent, has broken or bent the suction-pipe of 
the pump. After several days spent in at- 
tempting to repair the injury, the hole has 
been abandoned, and the make of salt has, in 
consequenee, been reduced in quantity. In 
spite of obstacles, however, the salt trade is 
developing. In the course of a year or two the 
total production of saijt in .the Cleveland dis- 
trict will be very considerable. There are now 
two enormous chemical factories at Middles- 
borough, and they will certainly be still fur- 
ther extended.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Rebate Rebellion.—The Con- 
tract Plan on Trial. 
NEw YORK, March 16, 1885, 
Editor O1t, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

A careful perusal of Mr. James Richardson's 
letter in the Orn, PAINT AND DruG REPOR- 
TER, addressed to Mr. C. F. G. Meyer president 
ofthe National Wholesale Drug Association, 
coming, as it does, from a pronounced and 
sincere advocate of our trade interests, entitles 
it to serious consideration, and more than 
ordinary contemplation, inasmuch as it primar- 
ily arraigns a few wholesalers for violations 
and unjust interpretations of rebate or con- 
tractagreements, whilst it also foreshadows a 
premedituted rupture of existing relations in 
the wholesale drug trade. 

It is not my object to intensify his charges,or 
to impugn his motives; they will be answered 
by the wholesale trade, yet no thoughtful 
dealer will assume that his complaints are un- 
founded, or deny that, for some time past, a 
few houses have maliciously, and by unjustifi- 
able means, circumvented and openly violated 
agreements made in good faith with manufac- 
turers and the drug trade. The few houses 
who, in the past, have done their ntmost to 
defeat the Campion plan, (which was devised 
forthe protection of the retailer) will now 
turn their attention to the demolition of the 
contract plan. This course has been frequent- 
ly prognosticated, and the attack at this time 
is merely the development of pre-existing ten- 
dencies, provided the Campion plan failed. A 
majority of the houses in the “new rebellion” 
were largely responsible for the failure that 
ensued. The question squarely introduced by 
Mr. Richardson, the Chairman of the Board of 
Control, is timely, and can only be answered by 
another question: Will they succeed? 

This second question may be responded to 
either affirmatively or negatively;they will suc- 
deed if they are allowed to overrule the over- 
whelming majority; they will fail if the whole- 
salers unite and protest. The responsibility for 
the failure of the Campion plan was charged 
largely to the inactivity and timidity of the 
retailers, as well as to their neglecting to unite 
and use such reformatory and aggressive meas- 
ures as were in their power, but which they 
neglected to undertake. If wholesalers are de- 
feated it will be owing to the same influences 
that defeated retailers. 

As time passes it becomes painfully apparent 
that success in trade movements for our gener- 
al prosperity can only be attained by the mut- 
ual reciprocity of wholesalers and retailers; we 
confront the same enemies whether we aim at 
the protection of the wholesaler or of the re- 
tailer. It is therefore clear that the solution of 
the problem is the conversion of our few op- 
ponents rather than the dissolution of an exist 
ing plan, which, from present evidence gener- 
ally admitted, has accomplished the greatest 
good and the least harm in the distribution of 
proprietary medicines, 

Is it judicious to give the few opponents any 
such opportunity as is contemplated in Mr. 
Richardson's ietter? None would herald such 
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astep with fonder anticipation than those in 
the “New Rebellion!,’ Wholesalers united are 
of more consequence than the 2 per cent who 
are restless and acting dishonorably, besides, 
retailers now have their upportunity of retalia- 
ting on their common enemy. The wholesaler, 
to succeed, must certainly have the influence 
and support of the retailer in this new agita- 
tion, in the same sense thut the retailers must 
depend on the wholesalers if they would suc- 
ceed in their reforms. 

The Campion plan was actually defeated by a 
few wholesalers; retailers had a perfect right 
to demand efficient protection of their suppliers 
and a vast majority responded honorably— 
but asmall percentage responded negatively; 
the latter are the concerns we should remem- 
ber in our daily transactions, and, when we act 
upon desperate methods, we must resort to 
desperate remedies. 

It certainly would be an evidence of extreme 
weakness to succumb to the dictation of firms 
who represent the elements of chaos and ruin. 
Will the wholesale trade view peacefully tbe 
destruction of a plan that cost so much honest 
labor and money to create, simply to gratify 
the rebellious spirit of Bourbons in the drug 
trade? The aggressive element can do no more 
to-day than they did ten years ago; sell goods 
at cost, or at little or no profit. There are hun- 
dreds of firms who honorably subscribe to le- 
gitimate trade agreements, and who will not 
allow those in the “New Rebellion” to sur 
round and capture the trade that would natur- 
ally seek localized markets!} No, they will all 
become scalpers and do business on the meth- 
ods of arch-scalpers, rather than allow carpet 
baggers to invade their territory, a course 
which will ultimately prove disastrous to all. 

Medium and small jobbers can afford to sub- 
mit to cut rates as comfortably as can the more 
tensive houses. Their expenses are proportion- 
ately equalized to the amount of business tran- 
sacted; it is only a question as to the amount 
of loss. But the pressure, in our time, can be 
borne just as well in St. Louis as it can in New 
York, Boston or Philadelphia, and, in the end 
all will cheerfully, once more, return to a uni- 
form basis. 

Five gross of an article sold at “disagree- 
ment” prices, is not an appreciable quantity 
when we consider that the annual sales of the 
same article may amount to 1000 gross. As the 
world goes, it is a good showing of honesty. It 
makes no difference to an intelligent manufac- 
turer who distributes his articles at wholesale, 
as bis sales will be just the same if not greater, 
when he unites with 98 per cent, than when he 
coincides with an antagonistic 2 percent. There 
isa difference, but it will be found with the 98 
per cent. If he refuses to sell the 2 per vent, the 
distribution of his goods will undergo no de- 
crease whateyer; it will simply be an exchange 
of customers, and that is a good reason why 
wholesalers and manufacturers in the rebate 
plan will act with the overwhelming majority 
in favor of its maintenance, 

The expression that ‘proprietary m« dicines 
must go”’ may be more easily confirmed by the 
experience of pharmacists in large cities, but 
in its appiication to the wholesaler and to 
smaller communities, it assumes a far different 
form; the demand exists and has been support- 
ed by common consent. Therefore, for some 
time to come, the stocks of wholesalers will 
cont«in alarge proportion of these goods, un- 
less by some violent and desperaie revolution 
they fallinto the hands of new distributors, 
Manufacturers will ponder long and carefully 
before they hazard an exchange of distribu- 
tors; their interests lie with the druggists in 
every branch of trade, and they comprehend 
its value,so that when a demand emanates 
from urited wholesalers for the maintenance 
of the plan, they can not and will not refuse. 

Suppose manufacturers refused, what would 
be the result? It would end finally in the in- 
troduction by wholesalers of substitutions; 
this step would be a p-rfectly natural eequence, 
because margins would be so small on rebate 
goods, that eubstitutions would be encouraged 
for the purpose of increasing profits. 

When, months ago, I stated that the failure 
ofthe Campion plan would als) involve the 
stability of the contract plan, my opinions 
were criticised as radical and unwarrantable; 
otbers, who were friendly to protection\sts, re- 
iterated the same convictions, but the fact 
remains, and the question is now before the 
drug trade as a National issue. 

Having given protective measures and allied 
subjects conscientious investigation and study, 
and, as a member of President Meyer's admin- 
istration, pledged to possibie reforms in our 
trade interests, I deem it my duty, as a member 
of the Committee on Trades Interests in the 
National Wholesale Drug Association, to in- 
dulge the hope that the contract plan will not 
be dissolved, and that the Association. as a 
whole, will indorse it and insist upon its survi- 
val. If it must perish, let it pass away like the 
Campion plan, by unanimous consent, 

These reflections lead me to sustain un- 
swerving convictions, and to offer remedies; 
the true prescription now is, providing we have 
sufficient moral courage, if antagonistic deal- 
ers continue to sign protective agreemeuts and 
violate them whenever an opportunity pre- 
sents itself, let us unite in aggressive measures 
which involve discrimination—the separation 
of friends and enemies, It is useless to act on 
the old saying that you can catch more flies 
with molasses than with vinegar—our enemies 


are not that species of flies; before they reach 
the molasses they put on bathing suits, and use 
life preservers. 
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Since the Campion plan is a matter of his- 
tory, success cannot be obtained unless we in- 
duce retailers to co-operate with wholesalers 
on the simple ground which I will repeat, for it 
is worth impressing on our minds—the same 
firms that contributed to the failure of the 
Campion plan, who seemed highly elated over 
their share in its destruction, and who also 
prevented retailers from making a reasonable 
profit, are precisely the same concerns (with a 
fractiona: exception) who will do their utmost 
to destroy the rebate or contract plan! Do not 
forget that! Weare unlikely to find new re- 
cruits in their ranks; therefore the number is 
not liable to differ from those known to be un- 
friendly to protective plans in any shape or 
form. 

Retailers will struggle on until they possess a 
dictatorial power for their own mutual inter 
ests, and if wholesalers at last clasp hands with 
a determined grip, the position will be invinci- 
ble. When wholesalers and retailers refuse to 
purchase a single cent’s worth from those who 
would annihilate, create confusion, and bring 
ruin to the general drug trade, the few opposed 
to harmony will ponder and halt, ere they work 
out their brilliant conceptions. Rather let them 
enter a more extensive alien branch of trade 
that will insure them the success that their 
conceits crave, than enter into a competition 
that is opposed to the public welfare and that 
leads eventually, if the strife is continued, to 
adulterations.

That said Bureau mail to every retail 
druggist in the United States an explanation of 
the plan and an offer of a cash rebate, condi- 
tional upon the return of the coupon accom- 
panied by the coupon certificate properly filled 
out and signed, said certificate having been 
previously mailed to them by the Bureau. 

The foilowing is embodied in the coupon cer- 
tificate: 

The enclosed coupons were detached by us 
from the goods when sold to the consumers 
over our own counters, and in noinstance were 
they detached from goods sold by any other 
dealers, nor from goods remaining unsold in 
our possession or elsewhere, and in no instance 
(directly or indirectly) bas our price been varied 
trom advertised rates,

Are we to understand from this thatevery 
retail dealer will be expected to pay an 
advance of, as they put it, “say two 
dollars per dozen on dollar articles and 
on other sizes in this proportion,” and then 
wait for their rebate until they have so d the 
goods? If sol would like to ask another ques- 
tion of this great philantropical friend of the 
retail drug trade, viz., when will the retailer, 
his heirs, executors, administrators and assign- 
ees, receive the rebate on goods that he may 
not sell? It seems to me that the retailer asa 
general rule has enough to do to run his own 
business without furnishing capital to the man- 
ufacturers for the purpose of carrying out a 
“* red tape” scheme which throws the risk en- 
tirely upon the retailer. ‘Phis nice little plan 
may work admirably as far as the goodsof a 
Single manufacturer are concerned as it would 
undoubtedly cause him to push said manufact- 
urer’s goods mighty lively in order to get bis 
money back, but about the time it would ex- 
tend to the five thousand and one patent prep- 
aiations now on the market the retailer would 
discover that he was paying a pretty stiff price 
for his prctection. (?) Perhaps I do not fully 
understand the plan however, and if so, am 
open for instruction. Ww.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Titusville is enjoying a revival—not of busi- 
nese, but religion. 


The Bradford Sunday News looks well in its 
new spring suit. It isan enterprising sheet. 


The Gardenville Test Well Company will drill 
a wildcat eight miles west of Buffalo in search 
of oil, salt or gas. 

The test well at Aurora, N. Y., is down 1500 
feet. The drillers have given up all hopes of 
finding oil or gas. The drill will be pushed in 
search of galt. 

The speculative oil business of Philadelphia 
is on the increase. The transactions last Tues- 
day, as shown by the circular of F. B. Warner 
& Co, were 917.000 barrels, the largest in the 
history of that exchange. 


The loss of oil sustained by the Standard Oil 
Company by the break in the pipe line near 
Reisterville, Pa.. amounted to over 1000 bar- 
rels. Farmersin the neighborhood scooped it 
up and hauled it away by the barrelful. 


At Pittsburg recently articles of association 
were filed for the Hite National Gas Company, 
an organization with a capital of $250,000, held 
largely by New York and New England men, 
designed to pipe natural gas trom Tarentum to 
Allegheny City, a distance of twenty miles. 


The Sutton test well on the Kersting farm in 
Butler county, is through all its sands and is 
dry. It is 200 rods southwest from the Murphy 
and 160 rods southwest from the Clark & Sut- 
ton on McLaughlin farm. The location being 
inthe general direction, was regarded with 
favor. 

Captain M.H. Butler of Tidioute, is quoted 
by the Titusville Sunday World as saying in 
reference to the Bates bill that “legislators 
might as well go to hell and interview the devil 
astothe virtues of heaven, as to consult the 
members of an oil exchange to get the views of 
the people on gambling.” 

The Bradford Star-Mail is severeon Mr. Mike 
Murphy of mystery tame. It refers in caustic 
termstothe “notorious Mike,’ and declares 
that his “lying manipulations “have brought 
down upon his head the curses of the oil 
trade. Asa parting shot it says that “Murphy 
is as much despised as the late crank Guiteau.” 


The Nationa] Trausit Company’s six inch line 
from Carbon Centre to Bear Creek, burst on 
the main street in Petrolia, Pa, last Friday, 
flooding the town with oill People were afraid 
to light lamps and all fires were instantly put 
out,as danger of a conflagration was imminent, 
The Fire Department got out hose and washed 
the streets clear of oil, 


































H. S. Ebbert, a Pittsburg oil broker, is 
charged by Martin McCleary with the em- 
bezzlement of 200 shares of railroad stock, 
valued at $3,000. Last week, Mr. Ebbert’s 
failure was announced at the Pittsburg Ex- 
change. He moves in the Smoky City’s best 
circles,and the perfumed pets of society are 
greatly agitated over his arrest. 

Messrs. Ford and Nelson, the owners of the 
world-renowned McGugin well near Washing- 
ton, Pa., have made a contract for the sinking 
of two wells near the village of Hickory, in 
Washington county, at an early date. The der- 
rick for the test well on James Gordon's farm 
is nearly up. The contractor will begin todril) 
as soon as the McNary well is finished. 


About the time oil was found in the Gantz 
well, at Washington, Pa., Pittsburg specula- 
tors leased Frank Gabby’s farm in Franklin 
township, and paid him $200 to hold it until the 
lst of March. Since that time they gave him 
$500 for six months’ extension of time, be hav- 
ing thus received already $700. If boring for 
oil is done Mr. Gabby will receive $200 per acre 
for his land. 


Two men were blown to atoms by an explo- 
sion of nitro glycerine near Bradford last 'Tues- 
aay. They were W. H. Herrington and H. V. 
Hart. The magazine which contained 6,000 
pounds of glycerine was located in a wooded 
dell three and one-half miles from town. No 
one knows what caused the explosion. It was 
the largest amount of glycerine that ever ex- 
ploded in the oil country. 


Rumor has it that the British government 
has engaged an American engineer to superin- 
tend the laying of the proposed pipe line from 
the Nile into the »oudan desert, to furnish the 
red coats with fresh and pure water. The en- 
gineer referred to is Mr. Alfred Smiley of Fox- 
burg, Pa., and his salary is put at $10,000 a year. 
He will take five experienced pipe line men 
with him. Native laborers will do the heavy 
work, 

Yesterday the Produce Exchange commenced 
to trade in pipe line certificates. Telegrams are 
received from Oil City every few minutes and 


posted. A clearing department on the plan 
recommended by H. E, Hosford has 
been adopted. It was published in 


the REPORTER last week. The trade com- 
mittee is composed of James McGee, chairman; 
E.S. Whitman, P, Vander Willigan, P. V.C. 
Miller, H. E. Hosford. 

An oil expert who has spent a year in the 
Macksburg, O., field, says that about 4009 acres 
have been developed, and will produce wells 
rating from ten to thirty barrels per day. Dur- 
ing the pipe line squeeze in January and Feb= 
ruary last, about 25.000 barrels of oil went to 
waste. The fact was never published, because 
the Macksburg producers feared the report 
would injure the fleld. 

The Stock Exchange means business. Secre- 
tary Ely has been instructed to notify each 
member of the Board who is also a member of 
the Consolidated Petroleum Exchanges, that 
he must sever his connection with them before 
the next regular meeting of the Governing 
Committee. Sixty-two members of the Stock 
Exchange have seats in the Consolidated Petro- 
leum Exchanges, and twenty-five members 
have partners who hold memberships. 


Bradford now has a hyphenated paper. It is 
the Star-Mau, with Mr. Henry F. Barbour as 
editor and publisher. Mr. George E. Allen 
retains his business interest in the paper, but 
retires from its editorial management. He will 
shortly embark in the publication of a railroad 
monthly at Buffalo. The Star-Mail is one of 
the brightest, cleanest and most enterprising 
Sunday papers published in the oil region. The 
Star-Mail issues its first editionon Friday 
night und its last on Sunday morning. 

George Rice is one of the pioneers of the 
Macksburg, Ohio, fleld. He is an uncompro- 
mising enemy of the Standard and consumes in 
his own Marietta refinery and others that he 
furnishes 400 barrels of oil per day. The Stan- 
dard owns the Green Line of cars and has shut 
him out by charging him 35 cents a barrel for 
transporting his oil to Marietta, a distance of 
25 miles. He proposes laying a pipeline from 
Macksburg to tne Muskingum river, nine miles 
distance, and barging the oil to Marietta. 


‘Two tank cars filled with oil from the Gantz 
well at Washington, Pa., have been shipped to 
Logan, Emery & Co., refiners at Philadelphia. 
The owners of the oil received $1 per barre) for 
their product. The Gantz has been flowing for 
the past ten days at the rate of 15 to 20 barrels 
per day.- As soon as the weather opens several 
wells will be drilled. Messrs. Fertig, Griffith & 
Co. have located two wells, and are getting the 
lumber with which to build derricks. Drilling 
will begin just as soon as the derricks can be 
erected. Other parties are also about to begin 
operations, 

A large oil refinery is soon to be built at Ti- 
tusville. Pa., by a stock company of independ- 
eut refiners, that will far surpass any other re- 
finery in size in the oil regions. Most of the 
stock is already taken by vapitalists of Oul City, 
Titusville and New York. The works are to be 
built on the flats east of the town. An eight- 
inch pipe line is to be laid from the Clarendon, 
Tioga and Stoneham oil fields to supply the new 
enterprise with oil independent of the Stand- 
ard. There isalsoa project under way to ex- 
teud the Tidewater line |from Bradford to 
Titusvillc, thus giving the voncern two distinct 
sources for supply. 
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Now Sullivan county over in Pennsylvania, 
has the oil fever. A correspondent who writes 
from a town bearing the romantic name Forks- 
ville, says; Favorable indications of oil have 


been discovered in the northwestern part of | 


Sullivan county, and a stock 2ompany of 
prominent oil men has leased several thousand 
acres of landin that vicinity, with the under- 
standing that a number of test wells sball be 
put down the coming summer. One well will 
be sunk on the property of Frank Hannon, on 
Lick creek, about two miles anda half above 
Forksville, 


~ At the first annual meeting of the Producers’ 
Oil Refining Company, of Petrolea, Ont,, the 
following officers were elected: A. C. Edward, 
president; R.I Bradley, vice-president; John 
Walker, secretary; R. E. Menzie, manager; E, 
J. Denroche, Charles Howell, auditors; A.C. 
Edward, R. I. Bradley, John Walker, R. E. 
Menzie, J.C. Duncan, T. Draper, A. T. Gurd, 
John McKee, John Mvrdock, 8S. Stokes, John 
Leckie, directors. The secretary’s report 
showed that the compan , which has the 
largest and best equipped refinery in Canada, 
was doing a large and constantly increasing 
business. 


Producers in the Bradford field say that the 
cold weather of February had more effect on 
the wells of that district than any month for 
many years: The lack of water was severely 
felt, and in many cases pumpers were obliged 
to melt snow to fill the beilers. The wells 
are so small that a decline is felt quickly, and 
in many cases the decrease for February was 
from a quarter to athird The work of con- 
necting the wells by sucker rods for pumping, 
has begun, and in this way a large number of 
wells are pumped with a single boiler and en- 
gine. Expenses are thus reduced, and the wells 
are pumped as easily as by the old method.— 
Derrick. 


The Arbitration Committee of the Warren 
(Pa.) Oil Exchange has given judgment of $1029 
for the plaintiff in the suit of W. H. Dufur 
against Richard Donovan. A year ago Dufur 
bought oil for Donovan, the latter putting up 
$2000 in margins and instructing Dufur not to 
sell under any conditions. The margins were 
lost, and, when Donovan refused to settle, 
Dufur brought suit inthe Warren county court. 
Donovan got judgment thereby, pleading that 
it wasa gambling transaction. Dufur then 
took the case to the Oil Exchange, of which 
both men are members, and recovered his 
money. 


A slim and slight built man, with a heavy 
dark beard and a slouch hat drawn well over bis 
eyes, entered a drug store at Titusville, Pa., 
Saturday. The proprietor of the store was out 
and the apprentice in charge was about to put 
up the prescription, when the boss returned. 
He read the prescription, which was as follows: 
“Sacch. Alba, one dram; potassa permangan- 
ate, four drams; glycerine, four vunces. Mix 
thorvughly. U. Sig. Apply externally. Dr. 
Rankin.”” Then he turned pale and nearly 
fainted. Had the boy been allowed to con- 
tinue his work, the store, whichis inthe oil ex- 
change, would have been blown up, and the ex- 
change itself acattered inall directions. It is 
believed that an attempt was made to blow up 
the exchange. 


Mr. Lyman Curtice Blakeslee of Bradford, 
Pa., died suddenly of heart disease March 7th. 
He was superintendent of the Producers’ Con- 
solidated Land and Petroleum Company. He 
was a brother-in-law of Mr. C. D. Angell, the 
well known oil man, and first engaged as a pro- 
ducer at Hope, Venango county, in company 
with Mr. Prentice. He was twice a member of 
the common council of Bradford, and one of 
the founders and a senior deacon of the Church 
of Ascension. He was 62 yearsof age. He was 
twice married and leaves a wife and several 
children. His death was unexpected. He had 
been down street in the evening, and returning 
home, playeda game of checkers and went to 
bed well and cheerful. At 10 o’clock he was in 
the throes of death. 


When Mr. Beech, of Crawford county, deliv- 
ered his famous speech against “oil gambling,” 
at Harrisburg, last Wednesday, he created a 
decided sensation. He said that the young 
men of the country were going wild over oil 
and stock gambling. Christians, he said,would 
look with horror on fourchurch members who 
would set down and play “freeze out’’ or 
“singe,” but they thought nothing of religious 
oil gamblers. He described it as atiger with 
its headin New York and its tail wagging in 
Crawford, McKe n, Butler and Venango 
counties. The brothel and grogshops were 
less dangerous than oil exchanges and bucket 
shops. Oil gambling was selling wind to reap a 
whirlwind. The Bates bill, he contendea, pre- 
vented the sale of 56,000,000 barrels of oil when 
there was only 28,000,000 on the face of the 
earth, “and God alone knows whether the 
other 28,000,000 is under ground or not.”’ It 
was one of the most scathing speeches of the 
session. 


At Philadelphia last Wednesday Justice Gor- 
don of the Supreme Court filed an opinion in 
the case of the Tidewater Pipe Company, Lim- 
ited, vs. Kitchenman, which came before the 
court ona writ of error tothe Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Crawford County. Kitchenman 
had a judgment against a man hamed Stewart, 
and issued an attachment against stock of the 
pipe company, which he claimed was owned by 
the latter. The attachment wasserved in April, 
1884, and the company’s answer showed that in 


December, 1883, Stewart had assigned the stock 
to George W. Colton,of Erie. In order to 
avoid this assignment the attaching creditor 
claimed that it had not been made in accord- 
ance with the rule of the company. and the 
judge of the lower court sustained this view. 
Judge Gordon, however, reversed the judge- 
ment, and holds that the rules of a company as 
to transfer are matters for the company and 
the stock holders. The company had a right to 
refuse a transfer on its books uatil its rules 
were complied with, but when that transfer 
was made neither the company nor the attach- 
ing creditor had any right to object to its form. 


In the summer of 1884, William A. Tilden, D. 
8c, F. R. 8., Professor of Chemistry in the 
Mason College, Birmingham, England, made a 
tour through the Oil Regions. On his returo 
to England he communicated to the Birming- 
ham and Midland Section of the British Asso- 
ciation a paper entitled “A Visit to the Oil 
Fields of Pennsylvania.” The paper was 
printed in the Journal of the Society of Chemical 
Industry and has since been reprinted in 
pamphlet form. Unlike ordinary tourists, who 
pass through the oil country. Professor Tilden 
made a visit such as the important interests 
which he wished to examire, deserved, and 
looked upon oil and its production with the 
eye of ascientist. His paper, which is printed 
elsewhere, is one of the most correct descrip- 
tions of producing, storing, piping, and refin- 
ing petroleum, with a short history of its ear- 
liest use as a medicine, and later development 
asa great staple, that we have seen, and its cir- 
culation in England willserve to intorm our 
transatlantic cousins on several points on 
which they are ignorant, judging from the 
articles on petroleum which occasionally ap- 
pear in the British journals. 


James Stevenson, a member of the Petroleum 
Exchange, doing business at No. 55 Broadway, 
is a prisoner inthe Tombs. He was arrested on 
Saturday evening at the instance of Mrs. 
Florence Morgan, a widow. She claims that 
she met the defendant at a fashionable ball in 
this vity a year ago, ani that six months after- 
ward Stevenson promised to become her hus- 
band.Later he refused to keep his word,and she 
has brought criminal proceedings against him 
for betrayal. The complainant's maiden name 
was Miss De Bar,and she claims to be the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy resident of Kentucky. Shesays 
her busband died in that State six yearsago. 
After this she went to Chicago and lived there 
ayear. Previous to coming to this city she 
lived in Cleveland and Madison County, N. Y. 
She refused tu tellthe name of the city where 
her parents reside. Stevenson says he became 
acquainted with the woman through an adver- 
tisementin a morning paper, and denies the 
story that he promised to marry her. His coun- 
sel has demanded an examination, and it will 
be given this week. 


Everybody you meet has his own ideas about 
the future of the petroleum market. Some 
think an advance certain, while others are as 
positive that a decline will setin. A Pittsburg 
refiner when asked to outline the situation said: 
“There will be no advance for several months, 
unless some district gives out entirely or there 
is a general subsidance in production unparal- 
leled in the business, They may talk about 
consumption exceeding production, but the 
winter is about over and the daily consumption 
has decreased nearly two-fifths already and will 
further abate assummer advances. There has 
been made so much water-white oil in this 
country that Europe only got the refuse for 
many months. This oil that has been sent 
abroad will not explode, but neither is it good 
for illuminating purposes. The conse.,uence is 
thata strict quarentine has been established, 
and the business must be stopped or we will 
lose our trade. The American people now con- 
trol the European markets and have their busi- 
ness established, and the inferiority of Russian 
petroleum and the difficulties in the way of its 
shipment have so far enabled American refiners 
to act the hog to the top of their bent, but they 
may carry their yi!lany too far, and eventually 
assist Russia into the market. But whether 
they do or not they have already curtailed con- 
sumption to a greater extent than the flelds 
have declined in production.” 


The suit of Wm, Reed against John E. Shaw, 
president of the Petroleum Exchange, now 
pending in the courts, will probably throw 
some light upon the relations between brokers 
and “lambs,” and the method of the former in 
their dealings upon the floor, as the plaintiff 
proposes to push the case vigorously and prom- 
ises to reveal several little schemes in connec- 
tion with the buying and selling of oil that will 
show the whole thing to be asystematic rob- 
bery of the public and hoodwinking of those 
who are led into the maelstrom of oleaginous 
speculation. From the assumpsit filed last 
week by Frank Whitesell, Esa., as attorney for 
Mr. Reed, it seems that on March 15, 1884, Mr. 
Reed gave Mr. Shaw an order on the United 
pipe lines for 5,000 barrels of oil to be used iu 
buying certificates when oil should decline be- 
low 97 cents, and the certificates were to be 
sold when it advanced to a figure over $1.05. 
In éxchange for this order Mr. Shaw gave him 
the following receipt: “Pittsburg, Pa., March 
15, 1884.—Received of William Reed 5,000 barrel 
order on United pipe lines for crude oil to be 
used in buying certificates when oil comes be- 
low 97 cents, and to be sold providing oil goes 
above $1.05. (Signed) J. E.Shaw.”’ According 
to the declaration Mr. Shaw got the oil and ap- 
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propriated the same to his own use, and enly 
consented tc give Mr. Reed a statement of 
their account after the latter had been put to 
considerable trouble, when he informed Mr. 
Reed that he had bought 20.000 barrels at ¥5 
cents, of which amount he sold 10,000 at 67% 
cents and 10,000 at 6134 cents, leaving Mr. Reed 
indebted to him for $6,850, whereas if he had 
lived up to his contract with Mr. Reed the dec- 
laration affirms that he should have been owing 
asum to Mr. Reed. With the presen‘ation of 
this side of the case to his attorney, Mr. Reed 
some weeks ago instructed Mr. Whitesell to 
bring suit against President Shaw for breach 
of contract. Damages are laid at $10,000.— 
Pittsburg Leader. 


CUSTOMS DECISION S. 


So-called cathedral glass, claimed to be du- 
tiable at the rate of 2 cents per square foot as 
rolled plate glass is dutiable as cylinder glass, 
unpolished, under paragraph 138. [Letter to 
the Collector of Customs at New York.] 

Sandstone and granite blocks for paving pur- 
posesare dutiable at $1 per ton under para- 
agraph 487. (Letter to W. L. Bagley, Chicego.] 

So called “‘antimonial lead,’’ containing about 
971g per cent of lead, with a small quantity of 
arsenic and antimony, is dutiable as lead in 
pigs, under paragraph 180, at 2 cents per pound, 
and not, as claimed, at 20 per cent advalorem 
under the provisions for type metal. [Letter 
to the Collector of Customs at New York.] 

The Secretary of the Treasury has addressed 
a letter to the collector of customs at New 
York that articles of domestic manufacture 
made from foreign materials, and upon which 
customs drawback has been obtained on ex- 
portation, and which are not subject to inter- 
nal-revenue tax under the laws of the United 
States, are dutiable, on reimportation, at the 
same rates as foreign products of like charac- 
ter.

Is the Rebate Plan Evaded. 


AN OPEN LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
NATIONAL WHOLESALE DRUG ASSOCIATION 
TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD 


OF CONTROL. 
James Richardson, Esq., Chairman. Board of 

Control, N. W. D. Ass'n, 

DEAR Sir: My attention has been directed 
to your open letter. addressed to me, which ap- 
peared in the OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 
on the 4thinst andas you have chosen that 
medium to correspond with me, I presume it is 
expected that my reply should reach you 
through the same channel. 

If the charges which you prefer against the 
wholesale drug trade of the United States are 
true, it shows a most lamentable condition of 
the character and honor of those engaged in 
this particular calling and is in bold contrast 
with the flattering eulogies which you and 
other members have, from time to time, made 
at the annual meetings of the Wholesale Drug 
Association. And ali this change has taken 
place apparently within the last six months 
and probably since my election to the presi- 
dency of the N. W. D. Association. 

Many persons who have read your open let- 
ter, evidently believe that you are anxious to 
have the contracts made with proprietors 
strictly adhered to, and that if such a state of 
affairs is accomplished, you will be satisfied. 

If that is your object and desire, why 
do you not adopt the proper course? Have you 
forgotten what the committee agreed to do. 
when complaints of evasions should be made ? 

When our committee called upon the pro- 
prietora, asking them to adopt the contract 
plan, in nearly every case the reply was, insub- 
stance: “Why, gentlemen, the agreement will 
not be strictly adhered to. and we will have 
complaints from A. against B. and from B. 
against C,, and so on to the end of the alphabet. 
We desire to be friends of Mr. A. and wish to 
have the same relations to Mr. B., and it will 
simply create bad fecling when we are called 
upon to sit in Judgment to correct such cases,"’ 
&c. 

What did our committee say to such argu- 
ments? They answered: “Do not be afraid of 
such results—we shall take care of these com- 
plaints ourselves. If you receive complaints, 
you are to send them to the chairman of our 
committee (then Mr. Daniel Myers) who will 
see to it that you are not involved in any un- 
pleasant controversy.” 

This wasa strong position, and we usually 
succeeded in our efforts to overcome that ob- 
jectionable feature. 

The next question that presented itself was 
to make some provision to lighten the labors 
of our worthy chairman, for we fully realized 
that such complaints were likely to occur. It 
was arranged that if Mr. Jones should learn of 
Mr. Brown baving evaded the contract plan, he 
must bring his charge directly to the notice of 
Mr. Brown, and only in the event that Mr. 
Brown declined to give it proper attention was 
the complaint to be submitted to the chairman 
of the commitee, If the chairman should be 
unsuccessful in having the matter satisfactorily 
adjusted, then, in those cases, an appeal should 
be made to the proprietor. 

At the beginning many such measures had to 
be resorted to, until finally the trade became 
familiar with the nature of the plan. 

These facts are allknown to you and hence 
the question is, why did you not follow this 
method if you knew of evasions? 


In view of these facts your action is entirely 
uncalled for and unfair in its inception. It 
is no secret what inspired all this upheaving. 
It is a matter of notoriety that the manager of 
your establishment is and (he says himself) 
always has been opposed to the rebate system, 
as it does not give his ambition full sway. 


This I regret, and have often said so to him. 

The unfortunate circumstance of your 
house being opposed to the rebate plan, is, of 
course, well kaown to your salesmen and the 
result of such a condition can be readily appre- 
ciated. 

You speak of a method of evasion by bet- 
ting. Such a case was at one time, (though 
long since) also brought to my notice and the 
parties directly interested were notified of it. 
The matter was investigated, but so far as I 
know the charge was never substantiated, 

Nevertheless, the young man who had been 
accused, lost his position as salesman by being 
discharged. 

Did we not anticipate various difficulties 
when we urged the adoption of the contract 
plan? 

Did we not at the beginning encounter a 
great many obstacles, and have they not al- 
most entirely yielded to ourefforts? They cer- 
tainly have, so far as my information goes, and 
this opinion is fortified by reports coming from 
all directions. 

Absolute perfection cannot be expected in 
any business affairs, but the rebate plan has at- 
tained a degree of perfection which neither you 
nor any of its early supporters thought it prob- 
able to realize. 

Even parties who were strongly and consci- 
entiously opposed to it fora long period, are 
now much pleased with the plan, and do not 
desire to see it abolished. These parties, being 
high toned and coasistent in their business 
matters, nay not care to @penly espouse the 
cause, but I know their views as to the real is- 
sue. 

And what is the trade to gain by returning to 
the chaotic times when we would buy, for ex- 
ample, $10.000 worth of Radway’s gouds for cash 
in ten davs, and sell them to other jobbers in 
any quantity atan advance of 144@2 per cent 
ontime? Or 100 grossof Wright's pills at $16 
per gross cash. and sell them at $1620 by the 
single gross and give thirty to sixty days’ time! 
And what are you doing now with free goods? 

A few days since Meyer Bros. & Co. received 
a letter from a party in Texas, who makes the 
following comments: 

“Tam surprised that R. & Co. are dissatisfied 
with the rebate plan. I think this bas grown 
out ofthe influence of their ambitious sales- 
men. Todo away with the rebate plan would 
be abad policy for both jobber and retailer, 
The plan is entire:y satisfactory tothe retailer, 
whose interests ought to be looked after, and 
furthermore, I am satisfied that the sales of all 
rebate goods bave been increased by the re- 
tailer, since the adoption of the p!an, and the 
sales of those goods not on the plan have de- 
creased, Besides, it has a tendency to keep 
prices regular by the retailer.” 

The case of Pozzoni’s powder, of which you 
speak, [have endeavored to get at the bottom 
of, and still hope to succeed, but I doubt very 
much that your representations are based upon 
actual facts. 

If they are, I hope whatever may be suspi- 
cious or irregular will come to light and be 
published in these columns. 

You further complain that the small jobber, 
who bas neither the trade nor the capital to 
warrant it, enjoys special advantages, which by 
the laws of trade belong to the larger dealer. 
If as you assert, the small jobbers do divide lots 
ainong themselves, such actions are manifestly 
wrong in letter and spirit, but 1 must again ask 
whether you bave pursued the proper course 
to correct it. 

If not, it is your own fault that they are not 
stopped, 

Whenthe contract plan was adopted by the 
pruprietors, they generally made the maximum 
quantities so as to enable most of the jobbers 
to buy direct. In this the large jobbers coin- 
cided. It was, in fact, a concession in favor of 
the smaller jobbers and was of great assistance 
tothem. Such being the case, I am sure that 
they do not desire to see it abandoned, and if 
any of them have been acting unfairly, ali that 
is needed is to speak to them in plain terms. 

The large jobbers did not oppose the propri- 
etors in reducing the maximum quantities, as 
they knew (as above illustrated in the case of 
Radway’s goods. etc.) they made no profits on 
sales of these goods to the small jobbers. In 
fact, they lost money and really furnished the 
small jobber with capital to do his business; 
hence, it was not so much a sacrifice assome 
might suppose, 

in the next place the proprietor saw an ad- 
vantage in having his goods in the hands of a 
large number of distributors, and it has been 
an immense benefit to nearly all the owners of 
proprietary goods. 

Furthermore, what is our experience with 
other articles that give a large jobber with an 
abundance of capital and a large trade special 
advautages? Can you buy from Rosengarten 
& Sons or Powers & Weightman, 1,(00 ozs. qui- 
nine or 1,000 ozs. morphine ata less price than 
asmall jobber could buy 100 ozs. or 25 ozs re- 
spectively of these goods? And so in many 
other cases, Yet there are instances where the 
reverse igs true, but it is by no meansa fixed 
rule. 

The above remarks will show to all unbiased 
men that your charges are not well founded, 
and I regret very much that you have pro- 
ceeded in the matter as you have done. 

But there is another factor in the case which 
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you seem to have overlooked, and that is, the 
proprietor himself. The contract plan was 
adopted at the almost unanimous solicitation 
of the trade, and they have found it to be 
to their interest as well as to the interest of 
their patrons. They have gained in the num- 
ber of friends—grateful friends. 

They were told by the committees that wait- 
ed upon them, that the jobbers were always 
sorry when orders were received for their prep- 
arations, as the sales resulted in an actual loss. 
You joined in that declaration.and it was true. 

As the matter now stands, the jobber makes 
about enough profit to cover the expenses of 
his business; that is to say, patent medicines 
about bear their own share of the burden, 

The proprietors can rest assured that they 
have at least ninety-nine per cent of the trade 
in their favor numerically, and I should judge 
ninety-five per cent in volume of business. 
As they are likely to consult, their own inter- 
est first and those of the majority of their 
clients next, I do not believe that there is 
much danger of the contract plan being aban- 
doned. It has not only grown in extent on 
patent medicines, but has found favor in many 
other lines. Some houses may be opposed to 
it so far as it relates to patent medicines, but 
they enforce it on their own goods, Are we 
not eelling McKesson & Robbins’ pills and 
Parke, Davis & Co.’s pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions under restrictions, as well as Liebig Ex- 
tracts, condensed milk and other articles? 

Most manufacture have learned that unless 
dealers make make a profit on their goods the 
sales will diminish, and this applies whether 
the article is a patent medicine or not. 

In your last paragraph you state:"*I know,you 
know and every other dealer knows,that they 
offensively permeate the whole trade’’—mean- 
ing the evasions, To this I beg to reply that [ 
no not know, yoy do not know, nor does every 
other dealer know, that they permeate the 
whole trade, because it is simply not true, 

You have evidently been imposed upon by 
those immediately around you, for the sole 
reason that they desired to see the rebate plan 
nullified. 

The proprietors will doubtless be willing to 
see to it that contracts are adhered to and the 
Committee on Proprietary Articles will like- 
wise. 

I was not aware that this duty devolved upon 
the President of the National Wholesale Drug 
Association, but supposed it might more prop- 
erly be brought before the Board of Control. 

Yet, as long asthe present incumbent occu- 
pies the position of President, you may also 
count upon him, but he hopes that he will not 
again be called upon to write letters to you via 
the columns of the OIL, PAINT AND DrvuG RE-

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The Buffalo Lubricating Oil Case. 

In the suit for $100,000 damages brought by 
the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company against 
H.B,and Charles M. Everest, president and 
vice-president of the Vacuum Oil Company of 
Rochester, the jury 'ast week gave judgment 
awarding the plaintiff $29,000 damages. A stay 
of proceedings was granted that the defend- 
ants might move for a new trial. 

The damages were secured on the claim of 
the plaintiffs that the defendants had enticed 
away Albert A, Milier, then superintendent, 
and by diverse means and in various ways in- 
jured the business of the plaintiff. 

Mr. C. M. Everest, the vice-president and 
treasurer of the Vacuum Oil Company, was at 
the New York office of his company on Satur- 
day,and a representative of the O1L, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPORTER Called upon him to ob- 
tain his opinion of the verdict. In answer to 
interrog otaries, he said: “The case arose out of 
the fact that we had brought suit against the 
Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company, forinfringe- 
ment of our patents including one trade mark 
and four product and process patents. The 
parties who started the Buffalo Lubricating 
Oil Company, all left our employ in 188! and 
took with them all the skilled workmen they 
could secure. Subsequently Mr, Miller became 
dissatisfied with the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company, and returned to our employ 
from his own free will. That com- 
pany then sued us for enticing the 
man away from them. We had as good 
cause for instituting similar action against the 
Buffalo Co., for the same reason, but did not. 
There was no evidence in the recent trial 
which justified any such verdict. The jury 
plainly disregarded the evidence as well as the 
charge of the court. So far we have maintained 
the most important of the patents and are now 
making an accounting before a Master.

German Discrimination Against 
American Products, 


Upon the last day of the session of Congress, 
Mr. Eaton, from the Vommittee on Foreign 
Affairs, submitted the following report: 


The Committee on Foreign Affairs to which 
was refeferred the House resolution relative to 
duties by the German Empire alleged to be 
discriminating against the products of the 
United States. makes the following report: 
Having had the resolution under considera- 
tion, your committee is of the opinion that the 
action of the German authorities has been un- 
favorable to the introduction into the German 
Empire of several of the products of the United 
States; to wit: pork, wheat, rye, and notably 
petroleum. Your committee therefore recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution: 


Resolved. That it is the sense of the House of 
Representutives that the President of the Uai- 
ted States be requested to take immediate 
steps to secure so the United States equal bene- 
fits in the German Empire with other nations 
asto all articles of commerce of the United 
States under the moat favored nation clause of 
the treaty of 1828 made with Prussia and now 
force between the United States and the Ger- 


man Empire.

Probable Defeatof the Quick Bill. 

Oil speculators, oil producers and oil brokers 
overran the State House at Harrisburg, Pa., 
last Wednesday. The lobby was jammed full 
of oil men, who were opposed to the p: ssage of 
the Quick bill. The debate was opened by a 
crawford County member, who made a point- 
edallusion to some one. He said that when 
the devil wants people to goin one direction 
they are genera'ly safest when they go just the 
other direction. At this sally all eyes were 
turned in the direction of Mr. Bates, the au- 
thor of the bill, but he laughingly declared he 
was not the devil. After this he said that dealing 
in oil under the present system of speculaticn 
had darkened thousands of lives and made the 
whole land drunk. The bill ;would not drive 
the oil out of the State, but the gamblers. 

The impassioned speaker said that he was 
from the county where lived the man who first 
struck the rock with his rod and brought forth 
oceans of petroleum. This petroleum he des- 
cribed as it had passed through the various 
stages of speculation up to the present excesses 
of wild speculative trade, adding that the head 
ef the horrid animal rests in New York and 
the tail wags in the northern counties of Penn- 
sylvania. He championed the bill as a means 
of putting the trade on a legitimate basis. 

Mr. Hulings declared the Bates bill could no 
more reform the present epeculative methods 
than so much blank paper. By an exhaustive 
explanation of the system of marginal specula- 
tion in oil certificates he sought to show that 
under clearing house rules certificates for so 
much oil must be delivered to buyer or seller 
before Il o'clock every morning. It is a gen- 
uine delivery, and every certificate is good for 
justso much oil as it calls for. The buyer 
must hold himself in readiness to accept 
or deliver these certificates. Were these 
certificated presented to the United Pipe 
Lines tho oil itself will be promptly 
delivered for the certificates. 


Mr. Hulings denied that it is mere speculation 
“in the wind.” He excused“ marginal’’dealing on 
the plea that the broker furnishes what money 
is necessary for the transaction, and that the 
principal is carried out in many other branches 
of business the same. Homes are built on mar- 
gines. So are railroads. But for the sake of 
argument he admitted that the principle of 
gambling is as old in the buman race as the 
race itself. He then charged that the Bates 
bill only extends this principle and legitimatizes 
it by placing the oil business on precisely the 
same basis as grain speculation, which is infi- 
nitely worse than the present oil speculation. 
It relegates the trade to “futures,” and ruinous 
“corners’’ may thereby be formed by cliques 
where they connot be now. 

Before Mr. Hulings concluded his remarks 
the House adjourned. 

The discussion of the bill was resumed on 
Thursday. When the subject was again broached 
Mr. Hulings asked that action on the bill be 
indefinitely postponed. His object in making 
this motion was to ascertain the sentiment o 
the House. 

Mr. Criswell, of Venango county, and Mr. 
Rose, of McKean, who are both oil men, deliv- 
erad speeches against the bill, explaining spec- 
ulative methods, and declaring that Bates’ idea 
would only make them worse than better. 

Mr. Berry, of Forest county, another oil 
member, spoke about the Red Sea in which 
petroleum prodncers have been for years, and 
announced that if Mr. Bates or his bill was to 
be the Moses that would land the producers oat 
of their trouble that he was prepared to follow 

Then Mr. ates delivered the speech of the 
day. He said that when he introduced this bill 
he regarded it as a harmless measure to the 
people at large and had never expected to see 
so much ado over it. He charged that the op- 
ponents were shirking the real question in 
volved by bringing in false issues, This bill 
says nothing about “short’”’ or “long”’’ selling 
as was alleged. All there is in it is to compelin 
the oil trade what is done in every other branch 
of business, viz., close every contract by the 
delivery of the goods. Here Mr. Bates pro- 
dyced sample balance sheets from the clearing 











houses of oil exchanges, to offset what Mr. 
Hulings said Wednesday on that subject. By 
these he suught to show how brokers sel! and 
resell say 5,000 barrels of oil to tive different 
men at the same time. 

To illustrate, Mr. Bates supposed a case, 
wherein five members of the House were to 
speculate to-day, “for you can do it,’”’ he said. 
“In your desks are the cards of brokers sent to 
you within the past few days’”—with a signifi- 
cant glance at the lobby—and by this illustra- 
tion he produced quite an effect. He plainly 
summed up oi! speculation by stating that the 
daily production of petroleum in Pennsylvania 
is,at a liberal estimate,65,000 barrels,while in the 
oil exchanges there are sold 50,000,000 barrels 
every day. Can any business stand against 
such a system as that? The speaker then 
showed how this fictitious business is carried 
oe in grain, pork and other speculative com- 
modities. He had received many letters in 
favor of his project, among them this queer 
one from a large flouring house: 

Mr. Bates: 
DEAR S1rR—Your bull-ring bill is highly 


spoken of here. The devilish bull-ring has 
ruined many families. Fight your bill through. 


Then Mr. Bates gave a blast at the big oil lob- 
by in Harrisburg.“ If they don’t believe the bill 
amounts to anything why are they here?” he 
shouted, It is estimated that 40,000 speculators 
and brokers people the oil exchanges. He pro- 
nounced them the brightest and keenest men 
of themercantile world,and thought it bad that 
they should waste all their time in such howl- 
ing hells as these exchanges have become. In 
closing he excused the portion of his bill which 
legalizes ‘futures’ by showing how necessary 
in all branches is the element of time. 

Mr. Hulings arose to make a very sarcastic 
reply. He said he new some of the men in the 
oil regions who were in favorof and were 
boosting this bill. He knew their reasons too. 
It issomething like the story of a game of 
draw poker that once came off ina private 
club house. one of the participants first won 
$60 at a game. He was flushed and elated. The 
next game he lost $60. Then his moral com- 
punctions arose within him and he declared 
that the game was ungodly and that no more 
playing should be done in that house. 


The friends of the bill are anxious that it 
should pasits second reading in the house, 
There seems to be a partial disposition on the 
side of the opposition to allow this, with the 
understanding that they may be given full 
license then to kill it. A lobbyist against the 
bill intimated thst the object in this is to throw 
out a feeler for money, and a member of the 
Legislature even went so far as to say that the 
purpose of adoption on second reading was 
“just to see what is in the thing.” In his speech 
Thursday, Mr. Bates pleaded for the second 
reading passage and promised that on third 
reading the opposition should have every ad- 
vantage of fair debate. He moved about the 
Chamber trying to get members to consent to 
the arrangement. At five minutes to the time 
of adjourninent he even went boldly up to Mr. 
Hulings, whe had the floor in a speecb against 
the bill, interrupted him, and standing there 
whispered something to Mr. Hullings while the 
House waited in silence. 

“That’s right. gentlemen,” sung out ex- 
Speaker Faunce, “compromise the matter 
among yourselves,.”’ 

Mr. Hullings then finished his speech. 

Further debate on the bill has been postponed 
until Wednesday, March 18th. 

WORSE THAN THE QUICK BILL, 

Senator Robertson’s bill to entirely prohibit 
dealings in margins and futures in oil certifi- 
cates, grain and stocks, came out of the Com- 
mittee on Corporations wifh an affirmative 
recommendation. This was a surprise, as 
scarcely anybody expected the radical measure 
to get the slightest encouragement. As this 
bill is ten times worse than the Bates bill for 
Pennsylvania oil speculators, the lobby of oil 
brokers has its hands more than full, 

WHAT OIL REGION PAPERS THINK, 

The Oil City Derrick discussing the bill says: 
“The identification of certificates would not 
stop short selling in the exchanges, when pro- 
ducers considered the price high enough to sell 
their production in advance or speculators to 
sell anticipating a decline, for the reason that 
oil can always be borrowed so long as the short 
seller will carry it for less than the banks. With 
the proposed rule in operation, instead of Lor- 
rowing the oil, as at present, after the sales are 
made, the short seller would only have to bor- 
row the oil before. He could thus sell short 
and comply with the identification clause at the 
same time, and could continue to borrow the 
oil daily and resell it as long as he considered it 
profitable to operate on that side of the market, 

But the part of the bill which its sponsors say 
nothing about, and the part which the oil trade 
most seriously objects to seeing incorporated 
in the business of the oil exchanges, is the por 
tion referring to time contracts. Should these 
time contracts become a part of the business, 
there would be inthe oil exchanges a repeti- 
tion of the Chicago deals in grain, pork, etc., 
which end inevitably in a monthly scramble to 
see whether the longs can raise the prices or 
the shorts depress them. These squeezes are 
sure to result in pushing the weaker party to 
the wall; andthe introduction into the oil 
trade of methods of this kind is something 
which should be deplored by all whose interests 
are connected with the business. 

The bill should be and we think will be de- 

eated, for an examination ¢f its provisions 
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members of the Legislature will show that it 
really fosters what on the face of it the bill pro- 
fesses to stop, namely, gambling in time option 
contracts in general speculative articles.” 

Public opinion remains about equally divid- 
ed on the merits of the bill as it now reads. 
The most conspicuous objections are made to 
the provisions requiring identification of cer- 
tificates 1n all transactions between buyer and 
seller. Many contend that such requirements 
would force the very best elements out of the 
trade. They would embarrass and almost 
make speculative transactions under the bill 
impossible. Shorn of the identification features 
the bill would not be regarded as utterly objec- 
tionable. Indeed there are many speculators 
and brokers alike who would rejoice to see the 
business of buying and selling oil legalized by 
legislative enactment. They realize that too 
much of our trading has been done on honor 
and would like to see the screws of a court of 
justice applied to those who always bolt and 
dodge the issue when the market and the dif- 
ference happens to be against them. It must 
not be forgotten that the differences of opinion 
are on the identification clause—the really vital 
part of the bill. These must be reconciled or 
toned down, or the bill may be rushed through 
in all its ruggedness. In such a form it will be 
the sensation of the hour.—Bradford Era.

A Brighter Outlook for Petroleum. 


The Bradford Star-Mail is of the opinion that 
the clouds which have so long hovered over 
the oil country are about to be dispelled. These 
views are given in a careful and concise review 
of the situation, which is given in full below: 


The oil situation is decidedly brighter than it 
has been for many years, and the prospects are 
very encouraging that a higher range of values 
will be realized from our staple product in the 
near future. During the past year the Brad- 
ford and Allegany fields that still produce more 
than one half of the entire production, had to 
contend with the opening of new pools, such as 
Henry’s Mills, Wardwell, the extension of the 
Macksburg field, and last but not least, the 
Thorn Cre>2k pool. The two former have passed 
into oblivion; Macksburg, which is not a factor 
in the trade, has seen its largest production, as 
has Thorn Creek, which pool is now nearly sur- 
rounded by dry holes, and to-day the output 
from 70 wells is equal to about 7,000 barrels 
daily and is not nearly so large as that of the 
first two wells completed. There are a number 
of wildcat ventures being drilled in the vicinity 
of Thorn Creek, as well asin other parts of 
Butler Couuty, but the chances are very much 
against finding another pool, as a great many 
dry holes have been drilled in that county dur- 
ing the past then years. 


The “Little Washington” scare is past, and it 
is hardly possible the trade will ever hear of 
that mushroom field again. There is consider- 
able territory to be drilled in the Bradford and 
Allegany fields when values get above the dol- 
lar point, but until this price for crude can be 
commanded there will be no effort made to 
sustain the constantly declining production 
and these are the only flelds known of any mag- 
nitude in the petroleum world to-day. 

During the month of February the daily 
shipments from the oil regions were about 
16,000 barrels in excess of the daily runs, or 
equivalent to emptying an iron tank every 
two days. How long these shipments will con- 
tinue is unknown, but the present is a feature 
tnat has no parallel in the winter history of 
the petroleum trade. 

In field operations the following snmmary for 
the past and present years will suffice, viz:

The shut-down movement that was inaugur- 
ated iast July and expired the Ist of January, 
1885, curtailed drilling to some extent in the 
Bradford and Allegany fields, but we find that 
in comparing the summaries of the operations 
in these fields for last December and the past 
month there 1s only a slight increase in drilling 
wells, which fact indicates that crude cannot 
be produced at the prevailing prices. The in- 
crease in new work the past month is nearly all 
in the vicinity of the Thorn Creek develop- 
ment. The following is a comparison of rigs 
and drilling wells for the past two years: —

It is estimated that the daily average runs is 
not far either way from our production, and 
this alone shows a marked decline in our daily 
output. The average runs for February, 1884, 
were 64,573 barrels, and for February, 1885, 54,- 
000 barrels, showing a daily decline for the year 
of 10,500 barrels. The average consumption 
for the past year is estimated at 71,000 barrels 
daily, which is largely in excess of our present 
production. 

The abovestatistics for corresponding months 
of the past two years show a marked and un- 
precedented improvement in the situation, and 
if no cyclone in the shape of a new field ap- 
pears onthe horizon it is only a question of 
time when the “mystery-maker’s occupation is 
gone,” and our poverty-stricken producers will 
realize at prices such as we bad in the booming 
days of 1876, 
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A Visit to the Oil Fields of Pennsyl- 
vania.

Like many other English people I found my 
way this last summer across the Atlantic to the 
meeting of the British Association at Montreal, 
and returning homewards through the United 
States I found time to visit the regions of 
Pennsylvania, and some of iA refineries. 
Thanks to the kindness of several friends, I 
was liberally supplied with introductions, 
which secured for me a most courteous recep- 
tion, and the best opportunities of profiting by 
the visit. Although I have nothing new to 
communicate, it occurred to me that an ac- 
count of this remarkable industry might be 
interesting to some members of the Society. 

The history of the discovery of oil in the 
United States has been often recited. It is 


enough, therefore, to say in this place that 
petroleum was long known to the Indians, who 
collected it from some of the streams and from 
the surface of the water of the Seneca lake. 
The product thus obtained achieved some no- 
toriety as a patent medicine, under the name 
of Seneca or Genesee Oil. In 1859 the idea 
arose of boring into the rock in the hope of 
obtaining a better supply of medicinal oil, and 
the first well was sunk near Titusville, a town 
on Oil Creek. which was the name given by the 
early settlers toa small stream running into 
the Allegheny river. This first well pro- 
duced in 1859 about 2,000 barrels, a quantity far 
larger than ever had been previously obtained 
by the rude process of skimming the water on 
which it was observed. A demand for the oil 
for burning in lamps soon sprang up, and new 
wells were sunk in the same district. In 1860 
the yield was about 500,000 barrels. In 1861 it 
was over two millions, and in 1862 it amounted 
to more than three millions of barrels. At the 
present time the total product of the United 
States probably amounts to some forty mil- 
lions of barrels, whereof more than one-fourth 
is exported to Europe. 


The most important oil regions of the United 
States lie in Pennsylvania, and part of the 
State of New York, occupying an irregular 
band of country some 150 miles long, by per- 
haps 10 to 20 miles wide, Other oil fields of less 
importance occur in Obio, Western Virginia, 
and Ontario on the Canadianside. In Pennsyl- 
vania the oil-bearing rocks belong to the De- 
vonian system, below the carboniferous series, 
and the oil is not found in contiguity with beds 
of coal or shale, but in cavities, and dispersed 
through various porous sandstones. On boring 
into the sandstone the oil often rises to the sur- 
face from a considerable depth, or is even pro- 
jected upwards into the air by the pressure of 
the gas which accompanies. Many of these 
spouting or flowing wells have been struck, 
but the flow is generally intermittent and rap- 
idly declines, The oil is usually attended by 
more or less salt water. 


Those who can look back twenty years can 
remember the intense excitement which ensued 
upon the discovery of oil in the United States, 
and the rapidity with which fortunes were 
otten made and spent. Untaught by experi 
ence of what then so frequently bappened, 
speculators continue to rush into the market as 
wildly as ever; and there is probabiy no com- 
modity in the world, the price of which is lia- 
ble to such exaggerated fluctuations as petrc- 
leum. As an exar_ple of the sort of excitement 
which follows upon the discovery of a new 
fi. 1d, the case of the Cherry Grove district may 
be recalled. 

In May, 1882, this region was covered by a 
dense forest, almost without human inhabitant. 
A well was bored, apparently at random, and 
oil obtained in abundance. Thereupon boring 
was carried on in every direction. In about 
two months several hundred wells were sunk’ 
near upon 10,000 people gathered together, and 
two small towns, Farnsworth to the north and 
Garfield to the south, sprang into existence. 
But the yield of oil soon began to deciine, and 
by the follcwing spring the majority of the 
wells were abandoned. As an instance of the 
effect of the opening of a wellin anew district 
upon che market may be mentioned the well at 
Butler, which in August last was running some 
7000 barrels a day. Thediscovery ofthis well 
caused the price of crude petroleum to drop 
suddenly from about a dollar to 70 eents a bar- 
rel, and no one could tell what might happen 
next. 

The Bradford field is the most extensive at 
present known. Discovered in 1875, and cov- 
ering some 400 square miles, it continues to be 
very productive. In 1880 the output amounted 
to about five-sixths of the yield of all Pennsyl- 
venia. The city of Bradford possesses many 
substantial buildings, a busy petroleum ex- 
change, and contains upwards of 310,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

The course of my own journey took me from 
Pittsburg by the line which follows the Alle- 
gheny river to Oil City. A great deal of busi- 
ness is done on the exchange at this place, and 
the head office of the United Pipe Lines is 
there; but very little, if any, oil is now got 
fromthe wells, and the “derricks” stand in 
black decay upon the hill sides. From Oil City 
through Tidioute, Warren and Kinzua, and 
thence by the narrow gauge line over the hills 
to Bradford, I passed through some of the

most interesting districts, amid pretty ccuntry 
covered for the most part with forest. 

The process of boring a well is accomplished 
inthe following manner: An open timber 
frame about 70 feet high, called a “derrick,” is 
rigged on the spot for the purpose of raising 
the boring tools. The latter consist of several 
iron rods screwed together, and terminated by 
the “‘bit,’’ with its sharp auger-shaped extrem- 
ity, the whole being lifted up when required, 
and let down by a rope which passes over a 
wheel at the top of the derrick, and round 
the large windlass or ‘“bull-wheel”’ at 
the bottom. The tools are set to work 
by a small engine, which is afterwards 
used if necessary for pumping. The pulver- 
ized rock is removed every few feet by means 
of a “sand pump,”’ and when a depth of some 
three hundred feet has been reached a wide 
iron tube or casing is introduced in order to 
keep water out of the well. When the drill has 
penetrated as far as the oul bearing sand, the 
well tubing, about two iuches in diameter, is 
putin, and the space between it and the bot- 
tom of the casing is fitted in by a bag of lin- 
seed, which is forced down into position, and 
soon swells so as to form a water-tight joint. 
The wells vary in depth from 600 or 700 feet to 
1600 feet, and each one costs from $3000 to 
$4000. Asalready mentioned, on striking the 
oil sand, the oil is often projected from the 
boring with considerable force into the air, 
but if not, it requires to be raised by a pump. 
This is of the simplest description, consisting 
of along jointed rod, with a short cylinder at 
the extremity, provided with a valve opening 
upwards. As the oil is raised, it is pumped into 
a wooden tank standing near the well. 


When the well owner desires to dispose of the 
product of his well, he sends for the agent of 
one of the companies that undertakes the 
transfer of the oil from the wells to the great 
storage tanks, or to the refining centers. The 
latter are situated at Cleveland, Buffalo, Oil 
City and near New York, and Phila- 
delphia, the tendency being to concen- 
trate the refineries upon the seaboard, 
The oil then at the well, after being gaugea by 
a stick, is drawn off, and a certificate handed 
to the proprietor crediting him with the 
amount run off, less a small allowance for 
water and loss. The convey2nce of the crude 
oil is now a very simple matter, being accom- 
plished almost exclusively by the pipe lines. 
In the earliest days of petroleum the oil was 
carried in barrels, but as this was both an inad- 
equate and expensive plan, large covered 
wooden tanks, borne on railway trucks were 
employed. But these in their turn gave place 
to iron tanks shaped like a cylindrical boiler 
some 25 feet long and 5 or 6 feet in 
diameter, and surmounted by a cupola. The 
iron tank cars still convey a considerable 
quantity of oil to market, not direct from the 
wells, but from certain centers to which it is 
brought by the pipes. The whole of the work, 
both of storage and transport, in Pennsyl- 
yapia, is undertaken by two companies, of 
which the United Pipe Lines is by far the 
larger. The oil from the private tanks at the 
wells is run through pipes by gravitation into 
the great storage tanks situated in the nearest 
valley. Scores of these are to be seen in the 
neighborhood of Bradford and Oleun, and they 
give a feature to the landscape even more re- 
markable than the derricks themselves. The 
tanks are huge drums of sheet iron, the older 
ones contaning about 25,000 barrels. They are 
now generally made of larger capacity, beivg 
about 95 feet in diameter, 35 feet high, and hold 
35,000 barrels. (A barrel=42 gallons.) From 
the producing districts the oil is driven by 
powerful force pumps through the mains 
(4-inch iron pipe). At a distance of 20 or 25 
miles it is received in a tank similar to that 
from which it was drawn, and is again pro- 
pelled forward by pumpto the next station,and 
so on to the end of theline. The longest lines 
are from Olean, on the north of the Bradford 
field to New York, about 300 miles, and aito- 
gether the United Pipe Lines own about 3,000 
miles of pipes, which spread as a network over 
almost the whole of the oil fields of Pennsyl- 
vania, The magnitude of the business they 
carry on can be inferred from the official state- 
ment of the assets and liabilities of the Nation- 
al Transit Company on 30th June last, from 
which it appears that the oil then in custody of 
the company amounted to about 38}¢ million 
barrels, or more than 1,600,000,000 galiuns. 


The natural petroleum from the wells varies 
a good deal in density and composition, but 
with one or two exceptions, it is bulked in the 
storage tanks, and the price is independent of 
quality. The material operated upon by the 
refiner istherefore tolerably uniform. Distilla- 
tion is « onducted in iron stills of 1,200 or even 
1,500 barrels capacity fired by coal. The 
Standard Oil Company are by far the largest re- 
finers, having establishments at Cleveland, 
Pittsburg, New York, Philadelphia, and in fact 
at all the chief refining centers. 


At their works in New Jersey, not far from 
New York, the following figures were given 
me as representing approximately the results 
of the distillation. The oil in the tanks at 
common temperatures, and especially in sum- 
mer time, evolves a good deal of gas, and more 
is given off on first applying heat. The first 
condensable distillate, or naphtha, including 
gasoline, benzoline, and heavier benzines, 
varies from 6 to 15 per cent. The burning oil, 
divided into two qualities, amounts to 75 to 80 
per cent, and the residue of 8 to 10 per cent by 





separate distillation yields lubricating oil. The 
oil is heated in stills which hold about 250 bar- 
relseach. It begins to boil at about 650 deg. 
F., and a residue of nearly 20 per cent of coke 
is obtained. The latter is burnt under the 
stills. 

For the production of Paraffine wax, certain 
portions of this distillate are cooled by the aid 
of ammonia freezing machines do--n to a tem- 
perature of 22deg. F. It then becomes pasty 
from the separation of scaly crystals of par- 
affine. These are pressed by hydraulic presses 
inaroom the temperature of which is about 
40 deg., or very little above freezing point. 
The cake thus obtained is remelted and pressed 
again at a temperature as near to 80:deg. F. as 
possible, the room being heated in winter by 
steam. The wax is not perfectly white, and ite 
melting point is about 156 deg. F. Only one 
quality is made, and it is wholly exported to 
Europe, as candles are but little used in Amer- 
ica, and other applications for it are limited. 
The burning oil is further refined by agitation 
with a little sulphuric acid, the agitation being 
effected by means of air blown in at the bot- 
tom of adeep tank. The acid is separated, the 
oil washed with water and a little soda, and set- 
tled. It may afterwards be bleached, if so re- 
quired, ty exposure to sunlight in a glass- 
roofed tank. 


Atthe New York refinery of the Standard 
Oil Company, the cooperage, turning out 8,000 
finished barrels a day, is one of the most inter- 
esting departments of the works. 


It was not my fortune to see a fire, though as 
may be imagined these catastrophes are of 
common occurrence, not only in the refineries, 
butin the field. The crude oil in the storage 
tanks continually gives off hydrocarbon gas, 
and when a tank is struck by lightning, the gas 
is frequently inflamed and so the oil ignited. 
In order to prevent communication from one 
to another, each tank is isolated as much as 
possible by adry ditch and bank which sur§ 
rounds it. When a tank catches fire, a cannon 
is sent for, and shots are fired at the lower part 
of the tank so as to make holes and allow the 
oil to escape. If this is not done, there is risk 
of the oil boiling over and setting fire to other 
tanks near. 


It does not appear to be the custom to em- 
ploy trained chemistsin the Oil refineries, and 
perhaps the necessity for high scientific skiil is 
not very apparent in any industry such as this 
which has shaped itself to a settled routine, 
But I was not quite prepared for the ignorance 
which seems to prevail generally as to the na- 
ture of the material. I was told more than 
once that aniline colors were made from tke 
oil, and I observe in a popular article in the 
Century for July, 1883, a statement to the same 
effect. I could get no further information on 
the subject. 


Iu England and in Europe generally the qual- 
ity of burning oil is determined by some varie- 
ty of “flashing’’ test, that is by observation of 
the temperature at which the oil emits inflam- 
mable vapor. The Americans use a “fire” test 
with the same object. Their test consists in 
noting the temperature at which the oil itself 
catches fire. 


No account of the old regions of Penn- 
sylvania would be complete without a 
reference at least in passing, to the 
great supplies of natural gas found in that 
region in common with others in which 
mineral oils are obtained. This gas consists of 
marsh gas, accompanied with small quantitias 
of its homologues in vapor. Sometimes hydro- 
gen is also present in appreciable quantity. 

Formerly the gas was regarded rather as a 
nuisance, and when a man drilling for oil got 
only gas, he considered himself very unlucky, 
But opinion on this matter is chauging, and in 
Pittsburg and the neighborhood the gas is be- 
ing applied extensively for all kinds of manu- 
facturing operations as well as for domestic 
purposes. I visited the Kdgar Thompson Steel 
Works at Bessemer, and the Plate Glass Com- 
pany’s Works at Creighton, near Pittsburg, in 
both of which natural gas was the only fuel 
employed. The blast furnace alone is supplied 
with coke, but there appears to be no other 
process in operation among the ‘industries car- 
ried on round Pittsburg to which the gas is not 
applicable. 


The permanence of such a supply is of course 
a question of supreme importance, but as 
mary of the wells have continued to yield 
large quantities of gas pretty regularly for 
mapy years, there is but little risk of the sup- 
ply failing. The pressure at the wells is enorm- 
ous, being commonly 75 to 100 pounds, and 
even reaching more than 150 pounds, on the 
square inch. The high pressure, whilst in gen- 
eral a source of trouble, may turn out to bea 
condition of real advantage, It is pecessary in 
orderto burn the gas conveniently and to 
avoid dangorous leakage from the mains, to re- 
duce the pressure sous to be equal toa few 
inches of water, and this ‘s found to be most 
satisfactorily effected by means of a tank gov- 
ernor similar in principal to the ordinary gaso- 
meter. But it is now proposed to make use of 
the pressure of the gas itself by driving it 
through the ordinary steam engine before it ig 
delivered into the gasometer to be employed ag 
fuel for the purpose of raising steam. If this 
should be satisfactorily accomplished, the 
“power” then at the disposal of the manufac- 
turers of Pennsylvania will be cheaper and 
more abundant than in apy country in the 
world,

The general trade is better than last week, 
and it is rather surprising to find many houses 
reporting business aciually better than it was 
& year ago. There has been a more active 
movement in paris green on contracts for for- 
ward delivery, and metallic paints have also 
had a rather freer demand. In lead a steady 
movement is in progress, considerable activity 
being reportrd at the West in pig lead, Collec- 
tions are reported by dealers here as better 
than for some time past, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that continued settled and miid 
weather for a few days would start business in 
the interior with a good deal of spirit. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

During the week there has been quite an ad- 
vance in pig lead in the west. This has givena 
stronger tone to our market, though no im- 
portant transactions are reported. Corroders 
are still pursuing the same course that they 
have for some months past, only buying as 
their current needs may require. The sales 
comprise 350 tons for March delivery at 3 70@ 
3 724¢c as to quantity and at the close 370c was 
freely bid and declined. Nothing better than 
3 75c being named, The tendency of the market 
is upwards, though many of the corroders still 
cling to the belief that the advance is only tem- 
porary, and that as soon as transportation fa- 
cilities assume their norma! state, lower prices 
will prevail. There has been an active and 
advancing market in St. Louis, as reported by 
Mesers. John Wahl & Co., under date of March 
14: “Since our last review, the pig lead market, 
not only our own, but those of the East and 
West have gradually stiffened. This has not 
been caused by any speculative movement, so 
far as we are aware, but by an actual consump- 
tive demand. There have been nearly 2000 tons 
of refined corroding lead sold in the west dur- 
ing the past ten days at 350c and about half 
that amount of hard aud chemical at 342%@ 
8 45c, and the last few sales were at 350c. All 
holders are very firm in their prices, and yes- 
terday corroders advanced price to 355c with 
some holding at 3 60c.” 

There is absolutely no change in the position 
of white lead, which continues to sell in fairly 
liberal quantities and remains nominally at 5 60 
@é6c net as to quantity. Some brands can, 
however, be bought down to 53¢c and even 514c 
is said to have been accepted where it was a 
question of cutting out a rival corroder. From 
second hands sales are made within a range 
of 54@554c, small lots of the best brands being 
obtainable at the latter figure from some of 
the New York jobbers. We give on another

For some of the finer grades fof varnish 


there has been rather more demand during the 
week, butas a whole the market at the mo- 
ment is devoid of a single interesting teature.

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS 

During the past week there has only been a 
limited demand for French window; with am- 
ple stocks, the tendency is to a lower range of 
values, but late in the week under reports 
of a firmer marketabroad consequent upon the 
closing of 70 out of 170 furnaces usually in 
blast, and many of these the manufacturers 
would prefer to close if it was not for the or- 
ders which are being received from the Cont:- 
nent, hence the necessity of their continuing to 
blow glass prices became s0mewhat 
firmer. There is no truthin the reports 
that have been going the rounds about a strike 
among the Belgian glass makers. Stocks are 
ample both on the spot and afloat to meet cur- 
rent wants of consumers, which are light at 
the moment, though considerable inquiries 
have been received during the week from out- 
of-towo buyers who wish t» purchase ahead 
up to September at present rates. These how- 
ever, have been declined, as dealers do not care 
to tie themselves up, preferring to take their 
chances and meet the market asthe season 
opens. There has been a fair jobbing 
trado in progress at prices ranging from 
7070 and 45, though some dealers have ac- 
cepted as low as 70 and 10, but these are excep- 
tional cases, though o9 trouble is experienced 
by a close buyer to do 70 and 5 and 2% at which 
several sales are reported. American window 
bas been iu rather more demand aud the re- 
ports seem to be of a nore cheerful t»nor since 
the transportation facilities are improved 
throughout the West and a further expansion 
of business is predicted as the season opeus. 
Stocks, however, continue to be augmented, 
and itis ouly natural that some of the holders 
may want to dispose of theirsurplus stocks and 
make some concession in prices, There has 
been a fair trade and the sales in the aggregate 
reach fair proportions at 70@70 and 10 tor sin- 
gie and 75 and 10 for double.

The Belgium Glass Trade. 


Mr. Rudolph Schroeder of Charleroy, Bel- 
gium, and of this city, returned last week 
from the glass districts of Belgium, where 
he has been since last November. Yester- 
day, a representative of the Orn, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER called upon him to ascertain 
the truth or falsity of the newspaper reports 
circulated in the West about the glass workers 
in Belgium having gone out on a strike. Mr. 
Schroeder without hesitation said there was no 
strike, but added that many glass manufactur- 
ers there preferred to shut down rather than 
continue work, on account of the lack of 
American orders which have not been coming 
forward as in former years. Where a reduction 
of wages was proposed and the workmen would 
not submit, manutacturers found it very con- 
venient io close.At present,70 out of 170 furnac- 
es are idle. The remainder must continue work, 
he said,to fill orders from Great Britain and the 
Continent. There is glass in whole sheets put 
aside in anticipation of receiving orders from 
America, but this glass can also be used for 
other markets, and in the event of no Ameri- 
can orders, the stocks thus reserved will be 
consumed elsewhere. There are some buyers, 
continued Mr. Schroeder, who are paying 70@ 
72 per cent discount for single and 80@82 per 
per cent for double which costs delivered on 
dock in New York on the new price list. about 
70—10 and 5 per cent discount. Manufacturers 
are sanguine of orders from this side and when 
they do come, prices are expected to stiffen. 
The English market continues the same as last 
December. ~

Gold Purple. 


The composition and the coloring principle 
of gold purple (purple of Cassius), had not 
hitherto been determined, A large number of 
formulae have been given for preparing this 
body, which is extensively used in the manu- 
facture of ruby glass and red enamels. They 
are all based upon the precipitation of a solu- 
tion of auric chloride by a solution of stannous 
and stannic chloride. Views have always dif- 
fered regarding the coloring principle. On the 
one hand, the red color was ascribed to the 
finely divided metallic gold, eventually to a 
special red modification of the same, while on 
the other it was supposed to be due to an oxy- 
gen compound of tin. By the investigations 
of Mr. Mueller, the cause of the color of gold 
purple has been determined. 

In an exceedingly interestipg research, he 
has shown beyond a doubt that the red color is 
altogether due to finely divided gold. He suc- 
ceeded by coating the smallest particles of 


' white precipitates, as the alkaline earths,plum- 


bic oxide, aluminium hydrate, etc., or even 


organic bodies like white silk with a thin film 


of metallic gold, in producing a whole series of 
new gold purples, the more important of 
which we will describe. 


Magnesia Purple.—Magnesium oxide is sus- 
pended in water and solution of auric chloride 
is added, after which the solution is heated to 
near the boiling point of water. The gold is 
completely separated as oxide, and the latter is 
uniformly deposited in a thin film upon the 
particles of undecomposed magnesia. The 
precipitate is filtered, washed and dried, after 
which the pale yellow, loose powder is ignited 
ina platinum crucible. The reduction of the 
gold and the intense red coloration produced 
thereby, rapidly takes places throughout the 
mess. The magnesia purples obtained in this 
way have a very intense color. With 25 per 
cent gold they show a deep carmine red; with 
0.1 per cent gold a faint rose color is still 
visible. 


When a magnesia purple containing a definite 
quantity of gold is to be prepared, it must be 
borne in mind that a portion of the magnesia 
enters into solution as chloride, and that a 
correspondingly larger quantity of magnesia 
must be used. The precipitation of the gold 
takes place according to the following for- 
mula: 
3MgO + 2AuCl, + 3H,0 = 3MgCl, + 2Au(OH)s. 

In the preparation it must also be observed 
that: 1. The magnesia containing the gold 
must be carefully washed to remove all 
chlorine compounds before igniting it; 2. The 
ignition must not take place at too high a tem- 
perature, and must not be continued too long, 
otherwise the finely divided gold will form 
compact masses, and the color will disappear. 

Magnesia purple is superior in its intensity 
of color, to the tin purple, and has already 
given good resultsin enamels. Similar but not 
as intense colors are obtained with lime and 
baryta. 

Indifferent bodies may be coated with a thin 
film of gold by suspending them in a dilute 
gold solution, and the precipitating the gold by 
means ofa reducing agent. Grape sugar in an 
alkaline solution was found to be best adapted 
for this purpose. By this means the author 
prepared purples with barium sulphate, calci- 
um phosphate, calcium carbonate, zinc oxide, 
lead oxide, alumina, stannic oxide and white 
silk. 

Alumina purple.—The most magnificent of 
the new preparations made by the author, was 
the alumina purple. 92.13 gms potash alum 
(corresponding to 10 gms A],.03) are dissolved 
in water, and 05m gold in the form of chlo- 
ride is added, after which it is made alkaline 
with a solution of potassium carbonate, and 
mixed with some grape sugar solution, If the 
solution is heated with continual shaking, the 
precipitate assumes a magnificint red color as 
soon as the liquid approaches the boiling point. 
After filtering, washing and drying a purple is 
obtained, which in beauty of color, far ex- 
ceeds the magnesia purple. Alumina purple is 
distinctly colored with 0.03 per cent gold; with 
0.1 per cent gold the alumina purple is as in- 
tense in color, as the magnesia purple with 0.5 
per cent. 

The alumina purple also has the advantage 
that its color is not changed by strong ignition. 

Finally the author has also prepared the com- 
pound corresponding to the old gold-tin pur- 
ple. Solution of stannic chloride was mixed 
with potassium carbonate in excess, auric 
chloride and grape sugar, and heated, In this 
way itis possible to prepare purples contain- 
ing definite quantities of gold, which was not 
possible by any of the older methods.—Chem.

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Sulphur and its Extraction. 
BY C.G: WARNFORD LOCK,

The kiln may be of any suitable form to con- 
taintwo charges of ore, but arectangular 
chamber is found to be most convenient, with 
floor sloping toward the front. The chamber 
consists of four walls, preferably not covered 
with an arch, as affording greater facilitv for 
charging and discnarging. The kiln commu- 
nicates by means of a flue, with the back of an 
ordinary calcarone, which furnishes the heat 
neccssary for melting the sulphur from the one 
contained in the kiln. - The upper portion of 
the calcarone should be covered with a layer of 
genese (spent ore),so0 as to prevent the disper- 
sion of heat by any other channel than that of- 
fered by the flue, which is provided witha 
damper, so as to regulate the admission of 
heated air by openings, at the upper back part 
of the kiln. A rectangular opening is left in 
the front wall of the kiln, from which the melt- 
ed sulphur isrun. This opening, if of sufficient 
size, may serve for discharging the spent ore a‘ 
the termination of the fusidn. From the upper 
part of the opening, and also in the front wall, 
slightly above the level of the floor, flues com- 
municate with a horizontal passage, which is 
made large enough to serve as a condensation 
chamber, on the walls of which the sublimed 
sulphur collects. At one end of the chamber 
is a vertical chimney, provided with a damper 

The kiln is charged in the usual way by plac- 
ing the large pieces of ore on the floor in such 
a manner asto leave passages for the flow of 
the liquid sulphur; the small pieces sre next 
filled in, and the finer ore at the top. A few 
blocks of rough stone or burned ore, are placed 
at the opening in front in such a way as to 
leave a vacant p!ace for the melted sulphur to 
collect before being run off. When charged, 


the ore is covered with bricks Jaid flat, and on 
these is put a layer of genese, well rammedand 
wetted, 80 as to form a nearly impermeable 
coating, witha slight slope toward the walls, 
in order that the rain water may run off. The 
opening in the front wall should be closed with 
a thin wall of plaster of paris. The ore in the 
kiln, which is now ready for fusion, is put in 
communication with the spent calcarone by 
opening the damper, and at the sametimea 
small hole is made in the wall that closes the 
opening in front, from which the melted sul- 
phur has been run off from the ealcarone. The 
current of air entering by the hole and passing 
through the incandescent mags of ore, is thus 
heated, and enters the kiln by the flue, ata 
sufficient temperature. In this manner the 
heated mass of spent ore in the calcarone be- 
comes a regenerator of heat, to be utilized in 
the kiln for the fusion of the sulphur that it 
contains. Inthe upper covering two or more 
tubes are placed, and serve not only for ob- 
serving the internal temperature by a ther- 
mometer, but also for firing the mass. 

The combustion of the sulphur supplied with 
hot air, mixed with a considerable proportion 
of sulphurous acid gas, proceeds slowly in the 
upper part of the kiln, and the liquid sulphur 
dropping to the floor over the already heated 
ore, can not solidify and choke the passages, 
and so prevent the circulation of the heated 
air and products of combustion of the 
sulphur to the chimney; in this manner 
the operation proceeds with regularity. The 
success of the kiln is principally due to the 
manner in which it is heated from the top and 
back toward the front and bottom, imitating, 
toa certain degree, the manner in which the 
heating of an ordinary calcarone proceeds, 
with this difference, that the heat is better 
utilized in the kiln, and therefore with less con- 
sumption of sulphur as fuel. 

When the wall that closes the front opening 
begins to heat,and the kiln is ready for running, 
a small hole is made with a pointed instrument 
sc as to allow the melted sulphur to flow of into 
wooden molds. The horizontal flue or con- 
densing chamber would have a sloping floor, 
and when the temperature in it reaches the 
melting point of sulphur, the flowers that have 
been deposited on the sides are liquified and 
run off. Toward the end of the operation it 
will be found prudent to close all the dampers 
as well as the hole to prevent the overheating 
of the kiln, in which case the sulphur would 
become thick and difficult to run off, and the 
yield would consequently be lessened. 

The first cost of the structure is slight, as the 
materials necesssry are usually at hand. The 
yield, too, is much increased; but, on the other 
hand, the extra cost in charging, discharging 
and attendance, as cOmpared with the ordinary 
calearone, make a large hole in the increased 
returns. 

It will require little reflection to see that only 
asmall quantity of the finely pulverized min- 
eral, necessarily produced in the operations of 
mining and breaking down the ore, could be 
dealt with in the calcarone; consequently, for 
a long time the bulk Of this portion of the ore 
was simply thrown away, though it often as- 
sayed seventy per cent of sulphur, The dop- 
pione was one of the earliest successful struc- 
tures designed to remedy this state of things. 
It consists of a set (generally six) of cast iron 
pots, holding about thirty to forty gallons each, 
arranged in a gallery furnace so as to be com- 
pletely enveloped by the heated vapors from 
afire beneath. Each pot communicates by a 
jong arm with a cooling condenser for the dis- 
tilled sulphur, placed outside the furnace. The 
apparatus is generally employed on rich mate- 
rial,or on that obtained from the calcaroni; 
but it is also applieable to ores which are too 
poor to burn in the calcaroni, though the profit 
in that case must be small. The heat generated 
in the doppione is likely to encourage chemical 
action between the sulpbur and any lime car- 
bonate that may chance to be present in the 
mineral, creating a further loss of sulphur. 
The pots are charged and discharged by open- 
ing the lids, which are kept luted during the 
distillation. The volatilized sulphur is con- 
ducted by the cast iron tub into the receptacle, 
over which a small current of cold water con- 
stantly flows, reducing the sulphur to a fluid 
condition; it then escapes into the dish be- 
neath, whence it can be ladled into the 
molds, The pots Jast for about three hundred 
working days, and the furnace lasts about the 
same time with a couple of repairings. The 
workman is expected to turn out one hundred 
pounds of clean sulphur from every one hun- 
dred and nine pounds of calcarone sulphur. 

The principle underlaying the use of calcium 
chloride is that, while raising the boiling point 
of water to about 239 deg. Fahr. (115 deg. C.). 
the melting point of sulphur, it is cheap and 
inert in the presence of sulphur. The water to 
be used in the melting process is charged with 
sixty-six per cent of the calcium chloride, and 
heated to boiling, in which state it is run into 
the vessel containing the sulphur to be melted. 
No doubt the sulphur is efficiently melted, but 
the very slight difference in specific gravity be- 
tween the sulphur and the associated impuri- 
ties, from which it had been melted out, prac- 
tically precludes any real separation taking 
place. Consequently the process is virtually a 
failure, as I am assured by those who have 
worked it. 

At the Rabbitt Hole mines, Humboldt Co., 
Nevada, advantage is taken of the liquidity of 
sulphur at 232 deg. Fahr. (111 deg. C), to use 
gteam at sixty to seventy pounds pressure for 
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melting the sulphur out of the gangue. The 
apparatus employed consists of a cylindrical 
iron vessel about ten and a half feet high, di- 
vided into an upper and a lower compartment, 
by means of a horizontal sheet iron diaphragm 
perforated with one-quarter-inch holes. As 
soon as the upper compartment is charged with 
ore (about two tons), steain is introduced for 
about half an hour, and the sulphur, liquified 
by the heat, flows down through the diaphragm 
into the lower compartment, kept at the proper 
heat by injection of steam, and escapes by an 
outlet, opened at intervals into a receptacle 
placed outside. When water commences to 
flow out with the sulphur, steam is injected at 
full pressure fora few minutes, to clear out as 
much as will come,and the solid residue is 
afterward removed through a door above the 
diaphragm, Each charge requires about three 
hours for its treatment. The process is adapted 
to ores which, for poverty and other reasons, 
can not be economically worked by calcaroni, 
or other recognized methods.—Jour Soe. of Arts.

Interesting Experiments With Oil 


on Waters. 


Messrs. Laird & Sons, Port Glasgow, who are 
large owners of timber and timber ponds, hav- 
ing suffered serious loss on several occasions 
by the force of the gale sending the breakers 
with terrific effect over their fences and em- 
vbankments, resolved to make a trial of the oil 
apparatus of Mr. John Gordon, Jr., Maryfield, 
Dundee, and haying ordered a quantity of shells 
with mortar, etc., for firing them, they recently 
made the trial, anticipating a gale from the 
West. Mr. Gordon’s shells and the methods of 
bursting them have been already before the 
public, but a further improvement has been 
made which gives promise of good practical 
resulis, The shells as now constructed contain 
a canvas bag filled with cotton or other waste, 
saturated with about a gallon of oil, and a line 
of thirty to forty feet in length. When the 
shell is tired into the water it bursts, and the 
bag or oily mass floats at once to the surface, 
while the heavy part of the shell acts as an 
anchor, and by means of the line keeps the oily 
mass floating in the desired position, the cur- 
rents causing the oil to escape in such a man- 
ner as to produce the best possible results. To 
get full benefit from oil in smoothing a stormy 
sea the oil ought not to be put exactly at the 
place where the effect is desired, but some dis- 
tance to windward. To prove this Mr. Gordon 
fired five shells fully a mile to the windward of 
Messrs. Laird’s timber ponds, and within fifteen 
minutes the five gallons of oil used had spread 
out by the action of the currents, and made 
smooth and glassy more than asquare mile ot 
sea. The Messrs. Laird launched a boat, and, 
along with Mr. Gordon, sailed over the oily 
water. For over three hours the beneficia 
effects were as apparent as at the beginning. A 
large number of the citizens of Port Glasgow 
witnessed the operations, and it was made ap- 
parent that with this simple and inexpensive 
method of applying oil much property, to say 
nothing of lives, may be saved. A supply of 
shells and oil.with aparatus completa, sufficient 
to make any harbor safe for a dozen big storms 
will not now cost more than £50. With such 
an aparatus disasters like what happened at 
Eyemouth and other places would be robbed of 
half their victims; and a few shells fired to the 
windward of a stranded vessel would enable 
boats to reach her in safety.—Dundee Adver- 
tiser. 





The Gum Arabic Trade. 


As a general rule, reporters of the daily press 
get things beautifully mixed when attempting 
to enlighten the drug trade on the position of 
any article of commerce in that line, The fol- 
lowing treatise on gum arabic is taken from 
the Philadelphia Record and may or may not be 
an exception to the rule. It says: 

“The war in the Soudan has seriously affected 
the trade in gum arabic. Prices have already 
more than doubled, and since the supply of 
this article is drawn wholly from the country 
in the Mahdi’s possession, a continuance of the 
trouble for a much longer period will result in 
a gum arabic famine. Previous to the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria by the British fleet the 
supply of the gum was abundant prices were 
exceptionally low, ranging from 9 to 10 cents a 
pound for ordinary sorts of gum arabic, that is 
the gum as gathered without subsequent prep- 
aration for market. After the bombardment 
the price advanced to 12 and 15 cents a pound, 
the native dealers believing that the war then 
beginning would interrupt the shipment of 
gum from the interior. Subsequently El Mahdi 
‘eut off communication betweeu the Soudan and 
the seaboard, and, his followers having posses- 
sion of the entire gum country, the shipments 
ceased. The transportation, which is by alter- 
nate camel and water routes, is surrounded by 
many difficulties, and under the most favorable 
circumstances from eight to ten months is re- 
quired to move the gun from Kordofan to 
Cairo and Alexandria. Since the “False Proph- 
et’s” arrival in the vicinity of Khartoum practi- 
cally no gum arabic has found its way from 
the Sudanese territory to the usual markets, 
and the price has still further advanced to 25 
and 30 cents per pound. It is a curious fact 
that gum arabic is today selling cheaper in 
New York and this city than in any part of the 
world, not excepting even Cairo and Alexan- 
dria, This isin part due to the fact that many 
large consumers in this country, owing to the

advance in price, have adopted substitutes 
where possible. The importation of gum sene- 
gal from Senegambia, on the west coast of 
Africa, has been greatly stimulated by the high 
price of gum arabic. This gum is similar to the 
gum arabic in nature and quality, and makesan 
effick nt substitute. But for this importation 
from Senegambia and the bringing into use of 
substitutes of various inferior gums the price 
of sorts arabic would now be not less than fifty 
cents a pound, Thesupply of gum senegal is 
limited, however, and its price is rapidly ad- 
vancing. The stock of gum arabicin the ware- 
houses of the world is exceedingly sinall, and 
should the war continue a year longer it will 
pe exhausted. Even should the war end at 
once, it would be two years before a fresh 
supply could reach the markets of the world. 
It is estimated that only about 20 per cent of 
the crop of 1883 was gathered, and nothing is 
known of the crop of 1884, which was probably 
not gathered at all. What portion of this 
year’s crop may be saved will depend on the 
termination of the rebellion and the peaceful 
settlement of the country. Native dealers in 
gums in Cairo and Alexandria are 80 confident 
uf higher prices that they refuse to sell, and 
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have practically withdrawn from the market, 
The gum is used extensively in the manufac- 
ture of fine confectionery and for sizing colors 
in textile goods. It is used in large quantities on 
the Government envelopes, which are manufac- 


tured by a New England firm. Probablya 
larger quantity of the gum is consumed at this 35 Close,

manufactory than at any!other single es 8 Newcastle.on-Tyne, 


ment inthe country. The adhesive substance 
on postage ,stamps is dextrine., which givesa 
more plyable surface than could be produced 
by gum arabic. The unit of commerce for gum 
arabic is a bale containing 500 pounds. Europe 
consumes about 12,000 bales annually, and 
America half as much. Gum arabic exudes 
from the acacia tree just as gum comes from 
some of our native trees. It is gathered by 
shaking the trees, and the time for the picking 
in the neighborhood of Khordofan, Darfur, and 
outlaying districts is about one month after the 
rains, which will usually bring it in September. 
The gum requires some time to dry and harden 
and it takes three months to transport it from 
Khartoum to Suez by way of Berber and Sua- 
kim, and six months from Khartoum to Cairo 
by the Nile. Much of it is sent to Trieste, where 
it is picked and put on the market in grades.

Vegetable Oils. 

The home linseed oil market has lost none of 
ita firmess, but at the same time there are no 
new features to add strength to values, It 18 
simply holding its own. The volume of trade 
is not up to expectations, but this is attributed 
to the cold weather. The feeling is quiet. For- 
mer quotations of 52@53c for raw domestic or 
Calcutta oil are adhered to. The bulk of the 
business isin Calcutta oil as crushers have 
been depending on foreign seed for their sup- 
plies. Western oil is offering on spot at 
50c. There is no special cause for the 
decline of lc except it be the dullness in trade, 
which has been a prominent complaint for 
some time. The limited movement ail around 
prevents an immediate realization of the hopes 
entertained for March. On the other hand, 
Western crushers are firm in their yiews and 
in more than one instance wired to agents in 
this city not to sell at 50c. We have sales of 
Western oil for April delivery at 5ic and May 
at 52c, which shows the tendency in the West. 

The market for cottonseed oils has continued 
to grow weaker in sympathy withthe declining 
markets of the South, superinduced by the 
lack of demand, especially forexport. From 
35c at this time last week, the market for prime 
crude oil dropped gradually until free offerings 
were made on ’Change today at 33c. Sellers 
seemed anxious to part with their small stocks 
at 33c. A lot was refused during the week by a 
large refiner at 33c because of the unsettled 
condition of the market. At the present rul- 
ing prices for summer yellow, Northern refin- 
ers are in no haste to buy crude, and consum- 
ers in general seem to be waiting for the mar- 
ket toreach bottom, The stock here is insig- 
nificant, but holders prefer not to have any on 
a declining market. It was believed today that 
8244c would buy lots of 50 bbis and upwards. 
A large consumer who is waiting for develop- 
ments gave it as his opinion that prime 
crude was a good purchase at 2c on 
this market. He is not alone in thinking tha 

reaction must certainly come. Persons fa- 
miliar with the situation state that the stocks 
of crude in the south are not large, and that 
the month of May would see much better 
prices, if there isany demand worth speaking 
of. Only a jobbing business has been done on 
this market. Sales of 300 bbls of soap stock, in 
lots have been made on private terms, the mar- 
ket price for which is 14@15¢c. Crude values 
are demoralized at New Orleans, Our corres- 
pondent wires us today that the market is 
unsettled at 3lc and that the tendency is to- 
wards lower prices. At present price of seed, 
crude cannot be sold with profit at current 
quotations, but as most of the seed is reported 
to have come forward, there is very little to 
fear from that source except the stoppage of 
mills from the lack of seed. Planters are hold- 
ing seed at $11 £0, which is an evidence that the 
pool has gained the day in regulating values. 
The Memphis market is not so weak as at New 
Orleans, being still quoted at 34c, buta dull 
feeling prevails. 

Refined cottonseed oil is freely offering at 
lower figures. The causes are similar to those 
affecting the crude market, but the chief rea- 
son may probably be found inthe large re- 
ceipts and decreased exports here and at 


the South. It is unusual for a week 
to pass without New Orleans oil com- 
ing here’ for export. Since our 


last report no oil has been received for ship- 
ment from that port, while the receipts 
amounted to 1145 barrels. Sellers seemed more 
anxious to do business during the latter end of 
the week. On Thursday, 100 bbls April deliy- 
ery was Offered at 3934c, 100 bbls ditto at 391¢c. 
and 200 bbis seller’s option in two months at 
8914c. A bid of 38c was also made for 200 bbis 
delivered in two months, but resulted in no 
business. Holders supported the market 
at 40c until Monday, when it broke to 
801¢c, which was the ruling quotation to. 
day, with exceptional offerings privately 
at 39c. Bids of 384¢c for 500 bbls spot and same 
price for April delivery, were refused today. 
A seller was asked to name a price for May de- 
livery, but he declined and remarked that it 
would be risky to make a contract to 
deliver at even 42c in that month. The 
sales of the week were made princi- 
pally at 40}¢c, 40@3%¢c, with jobbing sales 
at 41@4i}gc and cooking grades at 41. 
The prices were either for dock or store, The 
bulk of the business was in 50 or 100 bbis lots, 
with two lots of 200 bbiseach. The aggregate 
business is smaller than last week, asthe de- 
mand was more limited, and would not reach 
above 850 bbls, including 75 bbis for export 
in small lots and 100 bbis prime sum- 
mer yellow presumed to be at 39c, which is the 
lowest figure reached forsome time. The New 
Urleans market to-day is quoted weak at the 
decline to 37}4c, with the tendency downward, 
while the Memphis market is unchanged at 
Bohéc.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is still held up to former 
quotations, notwithstanding the liberal re- 
ceipts of late. Sales of 45 tons from the lot of 
400 tons, which arrived on the “One,” were 
made on a basis of 65¢c. The remainder mostly 
for consumption. Of the last arrival of 550 
tons, 300 tons are for consumption, and 65¢c is 
asked for parcels from the remaining 250 
tons. No sales from this lot have been made. 
The jobbing demand is moderately fair at 64@ 
je. The firm feeling is well maintained, from 
the fact that the present stock on spot has to 
last until the next vessel, which is not expected 
until May.

The scarcity of supplies of paraffine oils in 
the hands of some manufacturers, has caused a 
stiffening of values for some brands, and refus- 
als are every day made to part with stocks of 
25 gravity under 1144c. Considerable business 
has been done on this basis during the week 
and the market is steady at that figure. Large 
lots of prime oil in the neighborhood of 500 
barrels, are atill obtainable at Ile, but 
as demands of this size are excep- 
tional, manufacturers are realizing 11K%@ 

2c for their regular makes of 25 gravity. 

Orders from out of town are quite active, and 
though buyers still hesitate to pay more than 
lic, they are not granted the concessions for- 
merly observed. Some brands still command 
12@l2zkgc. As competition is not so sharp in the 
better grades of parafline oil, fancy prices are 
still realized. Transactions in 28 gravity are 
not repor‘ed under 8c, and a good portion of 
the business dving is at a higher figure, while 
30 gravity is moving in a moderate way at 7@ 
Tac. Several menufacture:s hope to see better 
prices in the near future, 

Neutial bloomless oils of regular make are 
stationary, but the fancy grades of filtered oil 
are easier owing to limited inquiry, The com- 
plaint of dull trade is still to be heard. Stocks 
are not being sacrificed on this account. Man- 
ufacturers believe that prices are lower than 
they should be, and they firmly adhere to for- 
mer figures. We hear of vo cheap lots offering, 
and the movement, thougb smal], is on the 
basis of former prices. Consigefable stock is 
held from last year and for which better prices 
were expected, Buyers are receiving the bene- 

t of extra good quality as well as low values, 
as the stocks offering are above question. An 
effort has been made to meet competition by 
offering superior grades of bloomless fi'tered 
oil, and consumers have not failed to recognize 
the difference in this respect. Demands for 
wool grades are on the average and command 
@lic. 

Black reduced oils are more firmly held at 
quotations, with the exception of a few stray 
lots. In some instances, during the past few 
weeks, several lots of oil represented to be 15 
cold test were rejected on account of the test 
standing only 25 degrees when delivered and

examined. In such cases. lower prices than | 
the regular schedule are accepted, but the pur- 
chaser finds it high-priced material. As pointed 
out in our last issue, a different policy is pur- 
sued by other manufacturers who receive the 
market price for their products and guarantee 
them to be better than represented. We have 
found no occasion to change our quotation for 
15 cold test, which remains steady at 84¢c for 
prime grades, with 8c as an exceptional figure. 
Sales of 800 bbls have been made within the 
range of 8@9c, and 400 bbls 25 cold test at 7K@

Notes on Fisheries. 


We take the following random notes from 
the Jast bulletin of the United States Fish Com- 
mission, just to hand: 

Porpoise-fishing has been carried on at Hat- 
teras for at least ahundred years. The meth- 
ods employed are quite simple, but show a 
knowledge of the habits of the prey. The sea- 
son opens in November or December, when 
the porpoise are very fat. A station has been 
established at a convenient point on the beach, 
and signal poles are erected ata distance of 2 
miles in either direction. The apparatus em- 
ployed consists of four or six boats (resembling 
whale-boats), four or six nets of 18-inch mesh, 
and 100 to 200 yards long, and two or more fine- 
meshed sweep-seines, 

When captured, the porpoises, if not drown- 
ed, are killed by stabbing with knives. The 
flippers and dorsel fin are cut off and tbrown 
aside. The skin and blubber are then stripped 
off together, and cut in pieces for the try-ket- 
tle. The mandible is removed and its oil dried 
out separately. 

The process of rendering the oil, so farasI 
could learn, is of the simplest character. The 
amount obtained from a single individual does 
not average more than 6 or 8 gallons. The 
price per gallon received has not hitherto ex- 
ceeded 40 cents. The product has usually been 
marketed in Elizabeth City or Norfolk. 

The fishery will probably undergo certain 
important changes in the immediate future, 
from the fact that a Northern company hag 
contracted to purchase all the porpoises cap- 
tured during the next five years. In conse- 
quence, the fishery which has languished for 
many years will probably be prosecuted with 
great vigor during the coming season. 

The men engaged in the Labrador cod fishery 


are of two classes, the employers and the em- 
ployed. The employers all along the coast are 
generally men who coming here poor have 
earned their way by hard work and “luck” toa 
position of more or less independence, or have 
been sent as agents from some firm of mer- 
chants abroad to hire men and conduct a fish- 
ery, large or small, as the wealth of the firm or 
accumulation of business may allow. There 
are several of these foreign firms on the coast, 
notably those of Natashquau and Magpie, and 
much further eastward of Blanc Sablon and 
Isle la Bois; these, I believe, are all owned by 
merchants from Jersey in the English Channel, 

Codliver oil is an article in great demand all 
over the world, but I often think that could 
one look back of the final distillery, which of 
course purifies every particle of the oil, they 
would not enjoy a very pleasant prospect. As 
it is our honest endeavor to follow the cod fish- 
ery to its legitimate end, one cannot well avoid 
touching upon the subject in question. It is 
truly a sight to watch the huge puncheons 

and vats filled with the cod livers and 
note from -day to day how the rays 
of the sun, pouring their strength upon 
the mass, gradually decompose it and send the 
dark, thick, rich oil to the surface. The oil 
will begin to gather in two or three days, or 
more quickly if the days are extremely hot, 
when it is dipped up with a ladle and strained, 
if necessary, into large barrels provided forthe 
purpose. It is generally reckoned that a quin- 
tal of fish—pronounced kental—will furnish a 
gallon of oil, but sometimes the livers are of a 
poor quality and will not produce so much. At 
the end of the season the blubber remaining 
from the livers after all the oil has been ex- 
tracted is used, boiled, to rub over the roofs of 
houses, and is an excellent material to prevent 
the rain from soaking through. It is also 
saved and fed to the dogs during winter mixed 
with other food. It is thus that Labrador peo- 
ple learn to economize and use even those nat- 
urally waste productions, the remnants of their 
season’s profit. You can easily imagine the 
scene a lively one when thirty or forty men are 
engaged in putting away a day’s catch of some 
ten or twenty deeply-loaded boats, and the 
stage is filled and covered with men, fish and 
oil; yet this work is not hard, except that it re- 
quires continued attention. 

Writing from 10 The Crescent, Chapel Field, 
Norwick, November 20,. 1884, Mr. Thomas 
Southwell says: 

“The herring fishery here, which is rapidly 
coming to a close, has been remarkable for the 
immense catches, but the quality cf the fish, as 
arule, has been poor and the prices so low as 
to be hardly remunerative. I was atthe Peter- 
head in August in the midst of the Scotch her- 
ring fishery and heard the same complaints as 
to quality. The whale and seal fisheries have 
been on the whole successful, and of this as 
well as of the herring I hope to send further 
particulars.” 

Mr. D. C. Stull, of Princetown, in a letter 
dated December 15, 1884: 


“About noon on Saturday, November 15, 
1884, blackfish were sighted about 4 miles south- 
east from Wood End, Provincetown. Boats 
chased them until midnight to drive them 
ashore. Owing tothe presence of sharp-nose 
porpoises among them they could not be driven 
ashore, for they would turn Off just as soon as 
they struck shoal water. We had the fish al- 
most ashore a number of times during the 
night, and we could have driven from 1,000 to 
2,000 ashore if it had been daylight. On Sun- 
day morning, November 16, the boats went to 
look for the fish and found them at night on 
Dennis shore, when they diove 64 of them 
ashore. On Monday morning boats came from 
Wellfieet and joined our boats and commenced 
to drive them toward Wellfleet. They suceeed- 
ed in driving them into shoal water known as 
Blackfish Creek, South Wellfleet. Here the 
fish were completely hemmed in py land and 
shoal water. Then the fish commenc- 
ed to go ashore, the boata going 
among them and lancing them. The 
men were engaged in killing them all 
Monday night and Tuesday. It wasthe largest 
amount of blackfish ever driven ashore here at 
avy one time, the number being about 1,400, 
which was not half the number that was in the 
bay on Saturday. The fish were sold at public 
auction Wednesday, the 19th, to Provincetown 
parties. at an average of $10 21 apiece, the 
gross proceeds being between $14,000 and $15,- 
000. This amount will be divided into 468 parts 
(the number of men and boats engaged in the 
catch), or about $30 each. The average yield 
of oil frem each fish will be one barrel. The 
parties who purchased the fish have just fin- 
ished boiling them for oil. They will be well 
paid for their time and trouble, as the oil 
which is extracted from the body of the fish is 
selling at from 55 to 60 cents per gallons,while 
that from the head of the fish 1s worth a good 
deal more. This is the first school of blackfish 
that has been seea here for a number of years.” 


— +. ——— 
Grape Seed Oil. 


Dr. Jul. von Jobst, has made some experi- 
ments on the preparation of grape seed oil 
The seeds collected from a vineyard, belonging 
to the author, after drying amounted to about 
50 kilos per acre. On account of the small 
quantity of seed, the oil could not be pressed 
on a manufacturing scale, and hand presses 
produced no effect on the seeds on account of 
their hardness. The seeds were thererore ex- 
tracted, in one cage with carbon digulphide, in 
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ee 
another with petroleum ether, in both cases, 
first warm and then cold. 

In this way about 10 per cent of oil was ob- 
tained, which was viscous and had a greenish 
color. By filtering through bone black, it was 
obtained bright, and straw yellow in color. Its 
Specific gravity was 0.926 at 17.5 deg.C. It dis- 
solves readily in ether, and with difficulty in 
alcohol. With alcoholic potash it is easily and 
completely saponified. It solidifies at—1! deg. 
C, and when exposed to the the air, it soon 
becomes viscous and rancid. The oil has a dis- 
agreeable odor, and taste which excludes its

use for culinary purposes. It cannot be used 
for lubricating, on account of itsready decom- 
position. Its most advantageous use, would be 
in soap making. The preparation of this oi! on 
asmall scale, would therefore appear to be 
unprofitable. 

The author also made search for an extensive 
grape seed oil industry in Italy, but without 
success. He was informed, that the oil is only 
occassionally made, and that the larger quantity 
of it is used in illuminating stables, &c,—Chem.

TUESDAY EVENING, March 17, 1885. 

The truthful oil historian must record the 
fact that speculation in pipe line certificates 
during the week that expires to-night has been 
several points below the usual average. This 
may be accounted for, in part, by the shyness 
of the trade in handling the stuff. The uncer- 
tainty surrounding the much-mystified Mark- 
bam well and the possibility of its coming in 
large and extending the prolific Thorn Creek 
pool to the northeast, has kept the trade on 
pins and needles, so to speak. Nobody knew 
what the next day or the next well might bring 
forth. Everybody who speculated counted well 
his chances before he leaped into the greasy 
meelstrom, 

As 4 consequence the market, which on Wed- 
nesday showed faint symptoms of strength, 
Was a8 sensitive to the touch after Thursday as 
a boil on the back of a man’s neck. The mar- 
ket, in fact, was disgustingly weak. The blame 
all rests on the Markham test. Nothing else 
seemed to have any effect on the market. It is 
true that the completion of a number 
of dry holes on the southern edge of the 
pool, and the failure of the celebrated Murphy 
mystery, which had hung so long asa dark 
cloud over the trade had the effect on Thurs- 
day of imparting a show of strength to the 
market, but the marked increase in Thorn 
Creek’s production on Friday, knocked values 
into a cocked hat and upset all the calculations 
of the bulls 

The key to the situation is undoubtedly the 
Markham well. It is located 220 rods east and 
25 rods south of the Musbrush No. 5, and is 160 
rods northeast on a 45 degree line from the 
Murpby failure. Judging from the tankageon 
the ground the owners, Messrs. Markham and 
Gartlan, expect a large well. Viewed from 
its location, the well should be a light affair. 
The nearest producers to the big Thorn creek 
wells are located in the Mushrush group fully 
half a mile to the west. All the Mushrush 
wells aresmall. The old wells on the eastern 
line show symptoms of drainage, asdo wells 
for that matter in all parts of the field. On the 
Wallace farm which bounds the pool on the 
west, some of the wells started off as high as 200 
or 300 barrels per day, They were short lived, 
howeyer. Should the Markham prove equally 
as good as the Wallace farm wells, it would in- 
dicate a further extension of the belt. 

It was positively announced that the Mark- 
ham well would be treated to a big shot ere the 
Exchanges closed to-day. Three o'clock came 
and went, but the well was not torpedoed. The 
owners may monkey with it for several days. 

Last week's operations in the Thorn Creek 
district developed four rank dry holes They 
were the Alshouse on the Girard farm, the Sut- 
ton & Co. wellon the Kersting, the Fisher’ on 
the Scully, and the Harley on the William Ken- 
nedy. The failure of these ventures distinctly 
defines the south side of the belt for over two 
miles ahead of old developments. These dry 
holes condemn four rigs now up and ready to 
drill, and they will be abandoned and moved 
away. At the present time 50 wells are drilling 
and 11 rigs up and building, as compared with 
66 drilling wells and 12 rigs one week ago. 

The statistical position of petroleum contin- 
ues strong. An interesting table showing the 
decrease in the stocks of petroleum above 
ground during the past six months bas just 
been published. It shows that on the last day 
of August, 1884, the gross stocks were 41,887,329 
barrels; on the last day of February they were 
38,803,131 barrels, a decrease of 3,084,198 barrels, 
or 17,039 barrels daily. The sediment and sur- 
plus, August 31, amounted to 2,901,431 barrels. 
February 28 it was 2,594,572 barrels, a decrease 
of 306,859 barrels. The pipe line liabilities, or 
net stocks on the last day of August, were 
38,598,898 barrels: on the last day of February 
36,208,564 barrels, a decrease of 2,777,334 barrels. 
The daily decrease of 17,039 barrels is unusually 
heavy. 

To-Aay’s gauge of the Thorn Creek pool was 
§,137 barrels. The Producers’ No.9 was doing 
22, their No. 12, 36, the Mushrush Nos. 1 and 5, 
35, and 28 respectively, and the Fisher Fo, 17, 36 
barrels per hour. After being shot for a 
third time the production of the Mushrush 
No. 1 was temporarily increased to 5) barrels 
perbour. To-day its production, as stated 
above, is 35 barrels. The Producers’ No. 4 is 30 
feet in the sand and is delayed by a fishing job. 
Their No. 10 is on top of the sand. 

The wildcat well at Aurora, N. Y., has been 
drilled toa depth of 1,450 feet. No oil or gas 
was discovered, but the drill passed through 
something equally as valuable in the shape of 
65 feet of solid salt. The well is owned by 
Bradford parties. 

The boom which set in last Tuesday lost its 
strength and fell to pieces ere the setting of 
Wednesday’ssun. The gang of mystery work- 
ers were not idle in their boasts when they said 
that they had the market well in hand. Appar- 
ently they can force prices up or down to suit 
their own convenience. Wednesday’s market 
demonstrated the power of the gang. Open- 
ing at 8lc at the National and 807¢c at the New 
York the market made a brief spurt to 8134c at 
the upper and 81%c at the lower board. Then 
the reaction set in and under the pressure of 
enormous selling prices fell off to 7944c. When 
the shorts started to cover the bulls put on 
their horns and sent the market back to 807c. 
At the finish a grand whip saw occurred, val- 
ues breaking rapidly to 793¢c at which sales 
were made at the close at the local boards and 





at Bradford. At Oil City and Pittsburg the 
market closed at 79}4c bid. 

Market March 11, 1884, 99}4c@$1 015¢¢, 

Sales were as tollows: New York,526,000,000 
National, 10,742,000; Bradford, 5,510,000; Oil City, 
8,342,000; Pittsburg, 3,950,000: total sales March 
11: 36,070,000 barrels. 

Carrying rates were: New York, 25; Na- 
tional, 25@50c; Bradford, 40@50c; Oil City, 50c; 
Pittsburg, 50c. 

The market on Thursday was broken by the 
Producers’ No. 12 in the Thorn Creek district, 
Strange to say this well exhibited its breaking 
powers before it was shot and its calibre 
known. After this bugbear had been removed, 
danger was apprehended from other prospect 
ive wells. In this way the trade was kept the 
entire day on the ragged edge. The first sales 
were made at 80c which was the highest notch 
of theday. By noon the market had touched 
79\4c with small sales. Just as it had got into 
strong hands rumors of wells, and the failure 
of a cotton firm came in, knocking out the 
props, and sending certificates to 78%c, The 
market closed moderately strong at 7850 at the 
local boards, 784gqc at Oil City, and 78%c at 
Bradford and Pittsburg, Thorn Creek’s pro- 
duction was 7,223 barrels. 

Market March 12, 1884—$1 0244@1 014. 

Sales were as follows: New York, 6,954,000; 
National, 11,660,000: Bradford, 5,072,000; Oil

Friday’s market will go into history as one of 
the dullest and meanest of the year. From the 
opening, which was one-half a cent below 
Thurday’s close, there was an undignified 
scramble to get rid ofthe stuff. Bulls, bears, 
lambs and pykers mingled in the grand rush 
with a unity of feeling that astonished even 
the well trained doormen, One sentiment 
seemed to pervade the entire trade and that 
was a craze to sell,and sell they did to their 
hearts’ content. The market was not it- 
self, it was nauseatingly weak. Perhaps this 
feeling was caused by the bearish outlook in 
the Thorn Creek pool. In 24 hours the produc- 
tion of the field had swelled to 10,000 barrels,an 
increase of 2,800 barrels over Thursday morn- 
ing’s gauge. The market started off at 781¢c, 
fellof to 78c and toward noon advanced to 
785¢c and hovered between that figure and 784c 
until near the close, when there was a sharp 
and sudden break which sent values fiying 
to Tic, the close being fairly steady at 773¢c at 
the New York, and 7734c at the National, Oil 
City, Bradford and Pittsburg. The increase in 
Thorn Creek’s output was caused by the bring- 
ing in of several wells.

The many conflicting reports regarding the 
Markham well, which is to test the limits of the 
pool on the east, and the belief that the produc- 
tion of Thorn Creek was to be largely in- 
creased,caused anewcrop of shorts to spring 
up and put the market on a weak footing gen- 
erally. Saturday the pool gauged 9,155 barrels, 
a slight falling off as compared with the previ- 
ous day. In New York. asin the Provincial 
Exchanges, but little business was done. The 
entire fluctuation of the day did not exceed 7c. 
There was no important news from the field, 
but at the same time there was a disposition 
manifested all around to let the market alone. 
The opening was 7744c at the New York, and 
TT}¥c at the National; the highest price was 78c, 
the lowest 77}c, and the closing 773gc bidat the 
New York, 77}¢c at the National, 77}¢c at Brad- 
ford, 77}4c at Oll City, and 77¥¢c at Pittsburg.

Creek gauge was reported at 8,057 bar- 
rels, a significant falling off as compared 
with Friday's production which was 


put as high as 10,000 barrels. Trading 
was light and the actual gales at the two local 
boards dia not exceed 6,000,000 barrels. Opening 
at 7734c at the New York and 78c at the Na- 
tional, the market slowly advanced to 787éc. 
This was at 11.30 A. mM. During the balance of 
the session values fluctuated around 78}¢c, clos- 
ing at 784c bid at the local boards, 
7844c at the Bradford, 78!4c at Oil City and 78c 
at Pittsburg.

Oil Region Notes. 


Special Correspondence to Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter.] 
ButTLeR, Pa., March 16, 1885. 

One day last week Thorn Creek’s production 
climbed up to 10,000 barrels per diem. It did 
not stay there long. Three days afterward it 
was down to 9,100 barrels, and this morning the 
gauge had dropped off to 8,051 barrels. Pro- 
ducer No. 9, which was shot with 100 quarts of 
glycerine Saturday, started off at 90 barrels an 
hour. This morning it was doing only 27 bar- 
rels. 

Other wells gauged: Producers, 12, 41; Fisher. 
17, 40; Mushrush, 1, 11; 2, 10; 3, 20; 4, 8, and 5, 26 
barrels per hour. 

Fisher No. 19 is 10 feet in the sand, and has 
300 feet of fluid in the hole. Producers No. 4 is 
14 feet in a moderately fair sand. 

The wells that are due this week are the 
Fisher 7 and 15, Producers, 3,6 and 10, the Mush- 
rush 6and 7. and the Fisher 14. All of these 
wells except the Producers No. 10 and the 
Musbrush No. 6, are bothered by salt water. 

The past week has practically settled the fate 
of the Murphy well proper and to-morrow 
it is reasonable to expect that whatever there 
may be of interest about the Marxham weil will 
be given the trade. Since first becoming fac- 
tors on the situation these wells have caused 
more than usual uneasiness, and likewise the 
loss of many fortunes. 

Among the most important field develop- 
ments during the week were the dry holes 
brought in, These were the Harly well, the 
Fisher Oil Company’s test on the Scully farm 
which cut off all possibility of extending the 
field to the south and the Alshouse well, The 


Murphy coming in gmall leaves but one outle

for the pool, and that in the direction of the 
Markham well. Producers No 12, brought in 
with an output of 160 bbls an hour at the out- 
set, is now doing 41 bbls an hour. Because of 
the location the large output of Producers 12, 
as compared with that of the Mushrush wells, 
would séem to lessen the chances for the Mark- 
ham: Fisher No 17seems to have drawn from 
the same company’s No 8, which ceased flowing 
as soon as the former was shot.

The West Virginia Oil Field. 


The following is from the Parkersburg Jour- 
nal: It isthe general opinion of oil men that 
the Volcano oil field is about pumped dry. Its 
present daily capacity is about 300 barrels, all 
of which comes to the refineries here. The 
palmy days of the oil business of Volcano were 
in 1878, when the output was probably 900 bar- 
rels. The fleld, however, was never of national 
importance. 1t is now gradually declining. It 
has been worked for twenty years and few ter- 
ritories pay after that length of time. The par- 
ties working the field can not afford to drill 
new wells while the current prices of crude oil 
are 60 low.

Natural Gas Legislation. 

Mr. Lafferty of Pittsburg, has introduced a 
bill in the House of Representatives at Harris- 
burg, about natural gas. It prohibits the waste 
of gas at any well by allowing it to escape 
needlessly in the air at a less pressure than 1000 
to the square inch. A safety valve attached to 
each well must be set at 1000 pounds, so that 
the gas cannot escape below that pressure. 
When wells are abandoned they must be 
plugged. In the laying of pipes through 
streets, alleys or roads for the distribution of 
gas the high pressure main must be standard 
wrought iron pipes, not less in diameter than 
eight inches and of the standard weightof 
twenty-eight pounds to the foot. Larger pipes 
must be proportionately greater, and shall be 
laid in the earth four feet deep. Escape pipes 
must be erected along the line to carry off leak- 
age. All pipes whether of high or low pressure 
capacity must be connected at the joints by a 
screw collar or coupling, in which shall bea 
recess for the reception of molten lead or other 
material which will make a joint as secure as 
though pipe and collar were cast soiid. 

All main or trunk lines must be provided 
with a system of suitable automatic regulating 
valves, one to be placed at the well holding the 
pressure so as not to exceed 500 pounds; another 
within the line at the entrance to a city or bor- 
ough so as to reduce the pressure to not more 
than forty pounds. All branch lines to mills or 
dwellings must have a valve to reduce the pres- 
sure to five pounds. All pipes must have in 
addition suitable safety valves, pressure gauges 
and “blow-offs.”” Violation or evasion of this 
law subjects the eorporations to a penalty of 
from $250 to $500 for each offense, one-half of 
the sum to be given to the informant and one- 
half to the school authorities in the district 
where violation occurs.

The Russian Petroleum Field. 


Mr. James R Adams, of Oil City, who is the 
superintendent of the Reno Oil Company, re- 
cently received an interesting letter from an 
oil region driller, who is now engaged by con- 
tract to drill wells in the Russian oil district. 
From it the following extracts are made. ‘‘Re- 
cently we struck a big well in the Koohan dis- 
trict. It has flowed at the rate of three thous- 
and barrels, with occasional stoppages. The 
first two flows she made about 2,500 barrels. 
The oil stratum at this place runs northwest 
and southeast and dips at an angle of thirty-five 
degrees at the outcrop. This well is located 
about half a mile inside the line. The depth to 
the sand is about 800 feet. We get both heavy 
and light oil near together. Weare now put- 
ting up more rigs on this line and are prepar- 
ing to put the holes down 1,000 or 1,500 feet. A 
considerable number of wells had to be put 
down to get the line of this belt; but all put 
down ou this line turned out producers. Three 
of them flow, and now we think if the others 
had been drilled deep enough some of them 
would have flowed alse, but at that time we 
were satisfied to get good pumping wells at 
from 500 to 600 feet deep. 

* About three years ago we made a number 
of trial holes at Kaplosta Balka, vurying from 
200 to 800 feet deep, to trace the stratum. We 
found traces of oil in all the holes—forty to 
forty-five degrees gravity—some giving two to 
three barrels per day, as dip holes. These holes 
were put down by hand, using portable der- 
ricks. I expect operations wili be resumed at 
this place next spring. John Maffin wrote to 
me from Roumania, where he put down a hole 
foraprince. It was dry at 1300 feet, and was 
abandoned. 

“They are boring some in the Crimea, where 
they found a little oil last year at a depth of 
820 feet. The peninsula of Kutch in the Cri- 
mea contains numerous places where there are 
surface indications of oil. At some places you 
can see hundreds of pits where shallow wells 
were dug by the Tartars generations ago. They 
areintheform of a sugar loaf, six or seven 
feet wide at the mouth, fifteen to twenty feet 
deep, stoned up and a flat stone over the 
mouth, The oil collects in these wells on the 
surface ofthe water and is bailed out from 
time to time, These oils are very light—from 
45 to 46 degrees, and will yield by simple distil- 
lation, 60 per cent. of fine lampoil. I don’t 

think the Orimea oil fields will ever produce 
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oil in paying quantities short of 2000 feet deep. 
“The refinery at Illsky is so near completed 
that we hope to commence distillation in three 
weeks from thistime. Next spring a railway 
will be commenced from Illsky to Novoros- 
sisk and beyond, connecting with the railway 
to Rostoff. So far the heavy oil found here 
does not contain paraffine. It makes very fine 
lubricating oil, with a body like castor oil.”

Sale of a Historic Oil Farm. 


One of the most historic oil properties in 
Butler County, Pa.,is the the Patton farm, 
near Karns City. Recently the farm was sold 
to Mr. J. N. Ireland for $7,000. The old farm, 
which, before the oil excitement, was owned 
by a Butler County yeoman, has interested sey- 
eral well known people. In 1872 Mr. George H. 
Nesbitt paid $20,000 for it. He was then be- 
coming conspicuous as an oil man. Requiring 
money to develop the property he shrewdly 
visited James E. Brown, the millionaire banker 
of Kittanning. To Mr. Brown he sold a fourth 
interest at $5,000; to Edwin S. Golden he sold 
one-eighth; to E. Tabor one-eighth and W, B. 
Sterrett one-eighth, retaining three-eighths as 
his interest. 

During that year oil ruled at from $3 to $5 
per barrel. There were five third-sand wells 
drilled on the Patton farm. The production of 
these varied from 25 barrels to 100 barrels per 
day. In 1873 fourth-sand wells were discovered. 
On the 22d of November, 1873, R. D. Jennings 
struck a 2,500 barrel well on the Dougherty 
farm near the Patton. Exactly two months 
later Nesbitt & Lardin developed a 1,000-bar- 
rel gusher on the Patton farm. Day 
after day it forced a thousand bar 
rels into the tanks. It was netting $1600 a day. 
Though these fourth-sand wells frightened the 
trade, prices were sent up to $2.50,in February, 
1874. On the 22d of {that month the Nesbitt & 
Lardin well had produced 30,000 barrels of oil, 
which was sold for about $60,000. Intense ex- 
citement was caused by these fortune making 
wells. Butler county became famous. Her 
first Thorn creek had been discovered. 

The Patton farm paid the owners enormous 
profits. George A. Nesbitt became indeed a 
prince. It is said he never quailed before the 
searching eye of the keen millionaire, James 
E. Brown, who gave him all the money he de- 
sired. Nesbitt was a bold operator and dis- 
played a master hand while in the field. He 
developed hundreds of acres of land and his 
fortune ranked among the largest in the oil re- 
gions. His wealth was estimated at $500,000. 
He employed several superintendents, and their 
reports formed a balance sheet showing that 
his property was valued at $300,000. 

Then Mr. Nesbitt entered an exchange and 
for time was a high roller. 

Now and again you hear of Nesbitt in con 
nection with a wildcat well way down in the 
Macksburg (Ohio) region. He is remembered 
with esteem by the hundreds of men he once 
employed, A man who drilled 40 wells for 
him said he always paid his men the highest 
wages, and that he owes no man for labor or 
material. The desk on which he wrote his 
bold, round signature on checks aggregating 
many hundred thousand dollags, was stored 
away among shocks of corn, sheaves of ryeand 
oats, in the weather-stained barn on the Pat- 


ton farm.

No Oil in Chester County, Pa. 


Recently the staid inhabitants of Chester 
County, Pa., went wild over the alleged indica- 
tions of oil found within the limits of the county. 
Eager speculators leased hundreds of acres of 
land and farmers drew dreamy air castles of a 
petroleum tinted future. As yet no wells have 
been drilled. Mr. J. P. Lesley, the State geolo- 
gist had his attention called to the Chester 
County craze. He says there is no oil in Ches- 
ter. Ina letter referring to the matter he says: 
“The excitement which prevails in Chester 
County calls for some plain, short explanation 
of the reason why no experienced geolugist can 
believe for a moment in the possibility of get- 
ting oil from the rocks of the North Valley 
Hill; first, because those rocks are different in 
age, character and condition from those of our 
oil regions; and secondly, because even if their 
age and character had been originally the 
same, their present condition would make it 
impossible for them to hold petroleum, I may 
most easily make this appear by a short state- 
ment of where the outcrops of the oil sandrocks 
run through the State. The Venango oil sands 
belong to the top of the Chemung for- 
mation, the Warren sands several hundred 
feet lower, and the Bradford sands about the 
middle of the formation, or 1,000 feet below 
the Venango sands. 

“There is a gentle rise of the formation north- 
ward, which carries into the air the Bradford 
sands along a line stretching from Lake Erie to 
the Hudson River at Catskill. Southward they 
lie deeply buried beneath tho whole bituminous 
area of Western Pennsylvania, but come again 
to the surface along the foot hills of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains, from Cumberland, in Mary- 
land, to Altoona, and from Altoona to Lock 
Haven, Williamsport and Muncy, and so on 
east nearly to the North Branch of the Susque- 
hanna,in Luzerne County. From here to the 
Hudson River they stay under ground, but 
they outcrop in many of the valleys of Mid- 
dle Pennsylvania. 

“The Juniata River cuts across their upturn- 
ed edges many times in Huntingdon, Mifflin, 
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Juniata and Perry Counties; so does the Sus- 
quehanna River in Northumberland and 
Dauphin Counties, They fill the Wapwollopen 
Valley, encircle Montour’s ridge in a beautiful 
pointed ellipse, make two outcrops at Halifax, 
and finally run the whole length of Orwigsburg 
Valley, from above Harrisburg, eastward, past 
Pinegrove, Orwigsburg, Weissport, Struuds- 
burg and Milford, to the Delaware River, 
above Port Jervis, and so on, along the foot of 
the Catskill Mountains, to Rondout, on the 
Hudson River. 

*Now, there isno mistaking this Chemung 
formation (with the oil stands in it) anywhere 
where it comes to the surface. The reports of 
the geological survey are full of descriptions of 
its shales, sandstones and gravel (or conglom- 
erate) layers, with every particular of color, 
grain and fossil shells at hundreds of places 
where it has been examined. The important 
point, however, is that after rising southward 
fur the last time into the air along the Orwigs- 
burg and Stroudsburg Valley, behind the Blue 
Mountain, this formation never comes down 
again to the present surface in Southern and 
Southwestern Pennsylvania. The great slate 
and limestone formations of the Lehigh (or 
Lebanon or Cumberland) valley are far under- 
neath it; and these overlie the older slates and 
conglomerates of the North Valley Hill in 
Chester County, as anyone can see; for the 
North Valley Hill rocks go under the limestone 
at Parkesburg, Downingtown and Norristown 
and this limestone is the same as the limestone 
at Harrisburg, Reading and Allentown. 

“It is, therefore, impossible to find the oil 
rocks anywhere in Chester County. But this is 
not all. Nou petroleum has ever been seen or 
smelied along all the outcrops of the Chemung 
formation in Middle Pennsylvania. If it ever 
held oil the oil has entirely escaped intw the air; 
which it had a good chance to do when the 
rocks were once upturned at all angles and 
crushed and broken, as we see them to bein 
every county. They retain their oil enly when 
they lie in their original flat and deeply buried 
position in Northwestern Pennsylvania. Let 
any one examine the rocks along the North 
Valley Hill, lying as they do under the much 
broken limestone and over the crystalline rocks 
of the Brandywine country, and ask himself 
the plain question: Could even the true oil 
rocks, if they were there, keep for ages in them 
any of the oil which they might have originally 
possessed? But the question is unnecessary. 
There are no oil rocks (either with or without 


their oil) anywhere in Chester County.”’

Since our last report the chemical market has 
assumed a firmer tone, under cable reports 
which came to hand on Wednesday last, report- 

ng a reduction of 15 per cent in the salt decom- 
position had been agreed upon by the various 
alkali makers of Great Britain; this, with the 
advance in ocean freighis, bas stiffened prices 
for all grades of chemicals, not only here but 
at the primary markets aleo, There have been 
plenty of orders inthe market for carbonated 
ash at an advance over last week’s prices, all of 
which have been declined by importers, who 
do not care to sell over the yearexcept ata price 
equal to present quotations abroad. which are 
still{several points above consumers’ bids.Stocks 
of both caustic and carbonated soda ash con- 
tinue light on the spot. There has been an arrival 
of a Newcastle steamer atPhiladelphia which will 
ease up that market to some extent, though a 
large part was placed previous to arrival. There 
are steamers due here with full cargoes, which 
will give temporary relief to our market 
to some extent, though the larger part 
are under’ contract. Bleaching powder 
is in ample stock, specially Newcastle makes, 
and as other parcels are on way, the tone of 
the market is weaker. Caustic soda is some- 
what firmer for shipments, and this restricts 
business to some extent. Brimstone cuntinues 
scarce on the spot and the same may be said of 
near by shipments. Muriate of potash snd 
kainit are without quotable change. Cream 
tartar has been further advanced by the manu- 
facturers. Blue vitriol is scarce on the spot 
and valuesare firmer. The other light chemi- 
cals are ali meeting with an improved demand 
though no marked change is noted in qnota- 
tions. 






















































































Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes continues very scarce on 
the spot for prompt delivery and values are 
corespondingly higher not only on this ac- 
count but under reports of a stronger market 
abroad and the free bids of consumers here. 
The sales comprise 50 tons at prices ranging 
from 1 4244@1 55c as to brand and quanity, and 
150 tons for shipment at 140@1 45c as to quan- 
tity. High test is also firm and no‘ hing better 
is now named than 134@1 40c as to brand, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, of the various 
Liverpool makes, has met with quite an active 
demand during the week. The low prices that 
have prevailed of late have brought in the or- 
ders from consumers who are now sati-fied that 
the tendency,of valuesis upwards. Sales are 
reported of 175 tons at 1 8244@1 35c, as to brand, 
quantity and date of shipment. High test has 
not changed to any extent, the quotations re- 
maining as last quoted at 1 30@1 35c. as to quan- 
tity and make, Offers of 134c have freely been 
made and declined during the week. 

Alkali 36 per cent, is dull at 1447 as to quan- 
tity and make, though fora rou: d lot this can 
be shaded. For BM 48 per cent, prices have 
been advanced under late foreign reports that 
a probable reduction would be made inthe 
output, Sales are reported of 150 tons at 1 35c 
and75tonsat 13g@140c, at which the market 
closes steady. High test B M isals» higher, 
with nothing better named than 15¢@1 40c, 
while for forward contracts a shade above 
these figures is demanded. There have been 
several large offers in the market for contracts 
over the year, but at such low prices that they 
have been declined. The other high test re- 
fined alkalies are all firmer under an improved 
demand, with | 55@1 69c the lowest named. 

Newcastle, 48 per cent, ash has been quite ac- 
tive duriug the week, though no large transac- 
tions are reported for future delivery, as buy- 
ers’ views are still somewhat below sellers’, 
though they are an advance over the previous 
week. The report of the reduction in the out- 
put of the salt decomposition by the various 
makers abroad, together with the advance in 
ocean freights, has stimulated prices here as 
well as abroad, Sales are reported of 250 tons 
to arrive at 1 35@15¢c as to quantity and brand 
from first arrival, as the stock on the spot is 
about exhausted. Cable advices report a pur- 
chase for the last 8 months of the year ata 
price equal to 1 35c, which is quite an advance 
over previous quetations. High test is in the 
same position and nothing better than 1324@ 
135c is named, with 1 27}4@1 30c freely bid and 
declined for shipments from May forward from 
several glass makers, who are trying to pur- 
chase there fall stocks at the old figures, though 
in some cases an advance is made over pre- 
vious offers. In parcels afloat they are quot- 
ing 1 3244c with sales of 75 tons reported at 1 30c. 
The market closes firmer than it has for some 
months past, with a decided better feeling all 
around. 

There is not much to be said as regards the 
various brands of bleaching powder since our 
last report. Arrivals continue to come freely 
forward of both Liverpool and Newcastle 
makes, but more especially of the latter, and 
as these have not yet become fully established 
with the consumers throughout the country, 
values are in consequence weaker, and in order 
to effect sales, low prices have to be named, 

The demand has only been moderate during the 
week, with sales of 50 cks of Newcastle brands at 
prices ranging from 1 45@]1 55c as to test, quan- 


tity and make. In Liverpool high test brands 
there has been the usual jobbing demand, with 
prices steady at 160@165c as to quantity and 
make, at which a fairtrade is reported. Sales 
in Boston are reported of 76 cks at 1 55@1 60c as 
to quantity.

There 
have been several contracts made for this coun- 
try at prices within the range. Plates are in 
more demand with sales of 20 casks at 22@2c 
and 15 casks of half refined at 28@29 as to quan- 
tity. 

Arsenic is not active,though a good consump- 
tive demand is reported. The recent arrivals 
were under contract and will gointo con- 
sumption. The sales comprise 50 kgs on the 
spot at 234@3c as to quantity and brand. For 
shipments they are quuting 23%@2k%c as to 
quantity and date of shipment. Red arsenic is 
meeting with the usual jobbing demand at 734 
@734c as to quantity and style of keg. 

Blue vitriol has been very much unsettled 
during the week. The closing of one of the 
large makers on account of an accident at their 
works, who, it is reported, will not be able to 
make under three months, This with other re- 
ports has caused holders to offer only in limited 
quantities to their regular trade. The sales 
comprise 150 bbls at prices ranging from 44@ 
446c as to quantity now held at the latter fig- 
ure, 

The stock of brimstone on the spot at the 
moment is light, for which $25 is demanded. 
All near by vessels are sold as well as March 
steamer shipments, nothing now being obtain- 
able before April for which $24 50 is demanded, 
with sales of 400 tons reported, Offers of $24 15 
have been declined for March steamers. Late 
advices report the foreign markets as being 
higher, and better prices are expected to follow 
here. Messrs. J. Berger Spence & Co. in a late 
circular say:— “The changes have been few 
indeed; in fact, the only change of any import- 
ance is in brimstone, which has experienced a 
decidedly better tone, and the Sicilian mer- 
chants refuse to book at old rates. Thischecks 
business, purchasers refusing to believe in their 
power to sustain an increase. Certainly the 
stocks in Sicily at the end of January, as com- 
pared with December, 1884, show a fair de- 
creese, but on the other hand the exports from 
Sicily to all parts of the world for January, 
1885, as compared with the same period of 1884, 
show an increase of over 3000 tons, but July, 
1884, to January, 1085, record a falling off of 
over 20,000 tons as compared with sume time of 
1883-84. The increased exports in January may 
therefore, only be to replace buyers’ stocks 
that may be getting too low. If this is so, then 
the Sicilian merchants may be able to sustain 
values and even increase them.”’

Manufacturers all report an improved demand 
from consumers throughout the country, who 
are replenishing their depleted stocks.

Phosphate Rock in South Carolina. 


The pyramid of phosphate rock in the South 
Carolina exhibit at the New Orleans continues 
to attract much attention,says the New Orieans 
Times-Democrat, Its appearance has been ful- 
ly described in these columns, but its great 
value has not been specifically stated, and js 
worthy of notice. 

The agricultural value of this rock was first 
recognized in 1868, and its manufacture into 
commercial fertilizers was begun in South Car- 
olina about 1870. This rock forms the basis of 
the greater part of the fertilizers manufactur- 
edin the world. Analyses of it show that it 
contains between 12 and 14 per cent of phos- 
phoric acid. When ground, 1200 pounds of the 
phosphate ia mixed with 800 pounds of sulphu- 
ric acid, and this is known in the trade as “acid 
phosphate.” This is purchased by farmers and 
“composted” with cottonseed, and used to fer- 
tilize land planted in cotton, corn, wheat and 
other crops. The ground phosphate 1s some- 
times mixed with potash, and this is called an 
“acid phosphate with potash,” and is generally 
used in the same manner as the simple acid 
phosphate. The manufacturers also produce 
large quantities of what is termed a complete 
fertilizer. This contains ground rock, potash 
and some ammoniating material, dried blood, 
fish scrap or cottonseed meal. This is ready for 
use without further manipulation on the farm. 

The companies also manufacture what is 
known as “floats.” This is simply the phos- 
phate ground to an impalpable powder, so fine 
that it will float in the air, hence the name.The 
river rock is removed from the bottom of the 
streams by steam dredges that cost about $30,- 
000 each. The land rock is removed by remov- 
ing the earth until the strata of rock is reached. 
When the supply of rock in a land mine is ex- 
hausted a bed of marlis found beneath it which 
when burnt, makes an excellent fertilizer. 
From so small a beginning in 1870, the mining 
and manufacturing of rock has grown to bea 
great industry. There is now nearly $6,000,000 
invested in the business, giving employment to 
over 3000 hands. Last year the total produc- 
tion of gold and silver in all the Soutbern 
States was about $270,000. The value of the 
crude phosphate rock mined in South Carolina 
was $2,5.0,000, more than nine times the value 
of the gold and silver output in the South. 

It is estimated that about 635,000 tons of com- 
mercial fertilizers are used every year in the 
United States; of this amount the South con- 
sumes 460,000 tons, and nearly all of this is 
made from South Carolina phosphate. The 
yield per acre and the aggregate yield of all the 
crops upon which it is used has been greatly 
increased in all the Southern States since the 
introduction and use of these fertilizers. The 
crude rock is shipped to all the countries of the 
world where commercia! fertilizers are used, 
and there is rarely ever a day in the year when 
there is not a foreign vessel loading at some of 
the mining companies’ whart. Many of these 
boats bring with them cargoes of sulphur from 
which the sulphuric acid is made,and take back 
a load of the rock, and this business tends to 
hasten the establishment of direct trade be- 
tween the South and Europe. As the supply 
of the rock is practically inexhaustible and the 
demand increases annually, it will be readily 
seen that both the mining and manufacturing 
will be rapidly developed in the next few 
years. The South Carolina companies, owing 
to their proximity to the material used, and 
being located in the heart of that section of the 
country where the larger part of it is consum- 
ed, have been enabled to almost control the

Manufacture of Liquid Gunpowder. 


One ot the greatest difficulties encountered 
in the manufacture of gunpowder is the inti- 
mate admixture of the constituent parts, the 
combustion of which producea the explosion. 
A Mr. Nordenfelt, says an exchange, has ad- 
vanced a very ingenious and rather novel idea, 
for which he has applied for letters patent. He 
proposes, instead of grinding together the pri- 
mary substances—sulphur, charcoal and salt- 
peter—in their solid state, to employ the fol- 
lowing process instead: Sulphur in the desired 
ratio is put in solution as sulphate of carbon; 
this is mixed with carbonaceous matter, which 
in this cage is not charcoal, but cotton or cellu- 
lose fiber, ground to an impalpable powder. 
Finally, a saturated solution of saltpeter is 
added to this mixture in the required propor- 
tion. There remains now nothing to be done 
except to evaporate under disturbed crystalli- 
zation—or in vacuo—to obtain a powder the 
elements of which, according to the inventor. 
are thoroughly mixed and therefore in condi- 
dition to furnish the maximum useful effect. 
This is almost strictly a liquid powder which is 
thus obtained. 





The Salt Production of Louisiana. 

The many people from other States who have 
looked upon Louisiana as being mainly an im- 
mense bank of black earth covered with the 
rank vegetation of tropical countries, will be 
surprised to learn that in that State are found 
petroleum, gypsum, sulphur and salt. Of these 
the latter is the most importantand is produced 


in the largest quantities, says the New Orleans 
Times Democrat. 

North of Red river, in Bienville and Bossier 
parishes, there are immense quantities of sa- 
line waters and saliferous deposits, the latter 
being especially found in the beds of ancient 
lakes. In the low flat beds of these basins, 
which lie below the ordinary level of the coun- 
try, the wells are sunk to a depth of from 
twelve to twenty feet, where the salt water 
percolates through the soil and furnishes an 
abundant daily supply. This is boiled in ket- 
tles, and each well furnishes from twenty to 
twenty-five bushels of salt per day. 

In a line beginning about twenty miles west 
of the mouth of the Atchafalaya, on the coast 
of Belle Isle, and running nearly due east, are 
ranged five islands—Belle Isle, Cote Blanche, 
Week’s Island, Petit Anse and Miller’s Island. 
The islands rise from the low marsh and prai- 
ries by which they are surrounded, and form 
mounds of various sizes. The chief of them is 
Petit Anse—Avery’s Island—which is 185 feet 
above the sea-tide level, and contains an im- 
mense deposit of common galt. Petit Anse is 
situated in Bayou Petit Anse, six miles from 
the north shore of Vermilion bay, which is an 
armof the Gulf. It is fifteen miles to the 
mouth of that bay, where there is a fine land- 
locked harbor of eight feet depth. 


The following are the general results of the 
chemical analysis of Louisiana rock salt: Lou- 
isiana rock salt presents the form, appearance 
and optical prooerties of pure chloride of so- 
dium. The large crystalline masses are so ver- 
fectly transparent, free from all extraneous 
matter,and uniform in their structure and 
density, thatthey would be suitable in all re- 
spects for the most delicate philosophical ex- 
periments upon the transmission of light 
through different media. The sample of Lou- 
isiana salt submitted to analysis as well as the 
largest masses, weighing several tons, “are of 
remarkable purity. This very valuable natu- 
ral product of Louisiana is represented at the 
Exposition by Jarge quantities of the native 
product as it comes from the mines; also cut 
and carved into various forms and sizes, and 


ground into table salt and packed in bags.

Raw Materials for Soap Making. 
DR. C. DEITE, 
(Continued.) 

In 1875, the “Society forthe Encouragement 
of Art and Industry,” in London, offered a 
prize for the extraction of oil from the Egypt- 
ian cotton seed. At the exhibition, held at 
Edinburgh in the same year, the first specimen 
of purified cotton seed 011 was shown. It was 
exhibited by de Germiny of Marseilles, 

In America,the first attempts to manufacture 
cotton seed oil, appear to have been made by 
J. H, Couper and 8. A. Plummer in Natchez, 
Miss., but they proved a failure. It was not 
until 1855, that the difficulties of the manufac- 
ture were overcome At the present time, the 
cotton seed oil industry of America is very 
large, andis one of the most important indus- 
tries. Accoriing to the census of 1880, the 
manufacture of cottonseed oil. gave employ- 
ment to 1,525 persons in New Orleans, their 
salaries amounting to $374,142, and the 
value of the product $2,742,000. The total 
amount of cottonseed used, in the United 
States in 1880, according to H. T. Ogden was 
410,000 tone, and the oil produced therefrom 
14,350,000 gallons. The production would be 
still greater, if the manufacturers could obtain 
more seed. The general opinion in the South, 
however, is that the sale of the cottonseed, em- 
poverishes the soi/, because it withdraws an 
important fertilizer. 

In England and France the manufacture of 
cottonseed oil is also carried on upon an ex- 
tensive scale. The seeds used are almost ex- 
clusively from Egypt and Barbadoes. Both 
varieties are very rich ic oil and the adhering 
cotton is easily removed. 

In the United States the Upland and Sea Is- 
land cotton are mostly used. The American 
cottonseed has the great disadvantage that the 
cotton adheres very firmly to the seed, so that 
the tendency of the seed to become heated is 
increased, and renders its transportation almost 
impossible. 

In the factories the cotton is first freed from 
dust and dirt by a strong current of air, which 
causes all heavy particles to fall out. The seeds 
then pass through purifiers in which the ad- 
hering cotton is removed. The purified seeds 
are then passed through cylinders provided 
with knives, in which they are cut into small 
pieces and the hulls removed, The hulls 
make excellent food for cattle and sell at $7 
perton. The kernels are then pressed between 
rolls similar to those usedin crushing sugar 
cane, and the oil runs off. The latter is placed 
in woolen bags, between layers of horse bair 
cloth which are covered with corrugated 
leather to facilitate the outflow of the oil, and 
put into hydraulic presses. These bags are sub- 
jected to an enormous pressure for seventeen 
minutes, during which time the oil is com- 
pletely pressed out. Only the dry kernels re- 
main behind, and they are brought into com- 
merce as cottonseed o1! cake. The oil is then 
pumped into tanks, and in this condition is sold 
as crude oil. 

When the oil is to be refined, it is treated with 
caustic soda in the proportion of about 7-15 per 
cent. During the treatment the oil is continu- 
ally agitated by means of blades, or by a cur- 
rent of air, which is forced through long iron 
pipes, in the oil. All admixtures are here pre- 
cipitated, and the purified oil, amounting to 


about 8&2 per cent. of the crude product, is 
drawn off 

The sediment is dark in color, and is known 
as stock. This is again heated to separate the 
oil it still contains, after which it is sold to soap 
makers or converted into soap by the oil man- 
ufacturers themselves. The majority of the 
New Orleans oil makers also manufacture soap. 
The refined oil is collected in large reservoirs 
where it is stored until it is filled in barrels for 
transportation,

The yield of oil varies from 31 to 39 gallons 
per ton. 

The cotton seed oil cake is principally used 
for cattle feeding, and as a fertilizer. The oil 
cake is also largely exported to England, where 
it is extensively used for fattening cattle. The 
French are averse to using cotton seed oil cake 
for feeding. Notwithstanding allefforts of the 
French manufacturers, Marchand freres at 
Dunkirk, and Davier de Ruffia at Marseilles, to 
introduce this cattle feed, the French ugricul- 
turists were always opposed to it. 

Crude cotton seed oil in large bulk has a red- 
dish appearance, in smaller quantities itisa 
dirty yellow. The color of the oil depends 
very much upon the quality, as aresult of the 
method of manufacture and the variety of 
seed used. The oils manufactured in England 
and in Marseilles from the seeds of gossypium 
barbadense, are darker in color, than those 
made in the United States from upland seeds. 

When a cotton seed is cut in halves, and the 
interior closely examined, a iarge number of 
reddish brown specks will be observed. It is 
to these specks. that the color of the oil is due. 
Under a powerful microscope these specks 
have the appearance of a resinous, fatty, red 
liquid. The liquid is neither soluble in alco- 
hol, ether nor benzine, but oniy in alkali. If 
the kernels after being carefully freed from 
the hulls are crushed, a greenish yellow liquid, 
the cottonseed oil, is obtained, which in a short 
time becomes dark brown. This change in 
color is a result of the action of the air, for if 
the oil is removed from the atmospheric influ- 
ence, it will retain its original yellow color.— 
Seifenfabrikant. : 





A Sardinian Manganese Deposit. 


Mr. Edward Halse has described in English 
newspayj ers the Manganese deposit of the Islet 
of San Pietro, to the southwest of Sardinia 
San Pietro has an excellent harbor—Carlo 
Forte—on its eastern coast, 6 miles from Porto 
Scuso, on the southwestern Sardinian coast. 
There is asmail, private mineral railroad line 
about 15 miles long leading from the port, by 
which the whole of the lead and zinc ores are 
brought to the port, from whence they are 
shipped to England or other places on the Con- 
tinent. The manganese mine is on the western 
coast and consists of two concessions—Capo 
Rosso and Capo Becco—and of two “permis- 
sions of research,”’ the whole covering nearly 
2,000 acres. The seam of manganese ore is of 
an average thickness of 1 foot, lying on a bed 
of soft whitish clay, containing fragments of 
trachyte, and forming the floor of the deposit; 
above it is some 4 feet six inches of jasper, 
above which again comes trachyte of various 
colors and qualities. Of the jasper, which 
seems to be found in considerable quantities, 
Jervis says that which lies around Carlo Forte 
is most exquisite, and for hardness, coloring 
and vivacity of tint it is eminently adapted for 
building purposes. The percentage of man- 
ganese in the best portions of the mine will be 
from 31 to 35 per cent, and the ore will contain 
from 7 to 13 per cent of iron. The second 
quality will contain about 2 per cent of man- 
ganese and about 14 per centofiron. Inthe 
more manganiferous portions of the ore there 
is a considerable quantity of free silica, which 
must render this portion of the bed to a great 
extent inadaptable to the manufacture of fer- 
ro-manganese. Manganese being scattered 
through the tufa, its presence asa crystalline 
peroxide in fissures in the trachyte is ac- 
counted for. 

The mode of working is to drive cross-cuts 
from the gallery in the direction of the strike, 
a rise is then put up from this cross level 
threugh the bed; small beds, 4 feet to 444 feet 
high and kept open by good timber at the sides 
and top, are next driven toward the rise of the 
bed. The men first hole into the soft clay floor 
with asomewhat curved pick having a bam- 
mer head prolonged some inches beyond the 
handle. The clay, which they constantly 
throw behind them, for.us the goaf with which 
the old workings are filled up. The manganese 
is afterward brought down by sledge hammer 
and long thick wedges. The ventilation is 
somewhat sluggish and the temperature ab- 
normally high, and, although the mine is above 
sea level, the men work bare to the waist, even 
in win er. There is a large portion of water (20 
per cent and upward) in some of the qualities 
as sent to market, which shows that some 
means of drying it should be adopted atthe 
mine. A good round sum has been spent in 
attempting to solidify the ore by forming it 
into bricks, but as yet no satisfactory result 
has been obtained. The mine is cheap to work, 
orelse it would have been useless to go on 
with any show of success, when so often, too, 
the bed contains on an average only 80 per cent 
of manganese,

The dyestuff market has ruled quiet and un- 


satisfactory for this period of March. Values 
are unchanged on most of the articles, and 
about the only noteworthy feature in this re- 
gard is the easier tendency in cutch and gam- 
bier caused by fresh supplies. The same hope- 
ful feeling of an increased movement in all 
lines of goods is still entertained and strength- 
ened by the favorable indications which betoken 
an early spring. In the jobbing line the aggre- 
gate business assumes respectable proportions, 
but the market lacks the spirit so long looked 
for. As thereis no longer any material obsta- 
cle to transportation, and as confidence is re- 
stored ina large measure in general business, 
with stocks of raw materials in hands of man- 
ufacturers very low, there would seem to be 
no further cause for complaints of dull trade. 

Bichromate of soda of foreign make is meet 
ing with more competition. The home product 
is being placed in larger quantities on the mar- 
ket, out the demands for the article are not 
equal to the supply, and free offerings are the 
result. The market has remained steady at 
84@8siéc. Bichromate of potash has undergone 
no change, and is quoted at 1044c for lots of 
five cks. 

Cochineal was not in request during the 
week, as no business isreported. Buyers are 
not inclined to pay the limits of the principal 
holders, and in order to bring about business 
stocks would have to be released at lower fig- 
ures than are now asked. No desire has been 
manifested to meet the views of buyers, and for 
the , moment the market is unchanged. The 
spot stock is estimated at between 500 and 600 
bgs. 

The eutch market has ruled easier on account 
of the liberal receipts and limited business com- 
paratively. We have sales of 300 bags Diamond 
8 M on spot at 5c and 200 boxes star B in Bos- 
ton at 534c; also 1,000 bags April aud May ship- 
ment at 474c, the last sale for the same months 
reported the previous week being at 5c. Since 
our last report three lots, aggregating 3,000 
bags, have arrived, part of which is already off 
the market. The remainder is offering at 55gc, 
ex ship. Goods ex store command 5i<c. 


The Gambier market was quiet and inclined 
to be easy during the week for large lots, in an- 
ticipation of fresh supplies which came to hand 
on Sunday, to the amount of 525 tons for this 
market and 275 tons for Boston The first- 
named lot has been reduced by the sale of 100 
tons to arrive, and the remainder is offering at 
4k4c ex ship. For stock in store 4%c is asked 
for large lots. The only important business on 
spot was a sale of 200 bags at 456@5c. Futures 
are quiet, with no inquiries or gale to note. For 
shipment, 45g is demarded. 

Sumacis meeting with a moderate jobbing 
demand at usual prices, but there has been no 
large movement. Prime Sicily is obtainable 
within the wide range of $84@92 50, according 
to brand and quantity, with small sales ex store 
at $90. Virginia sumac remains unchanged at 
$47 50@52 50 for large quantities according to 
brand. The week has been without any new 
features. 

The indigo market continues in an unsatis- 
factory condition, so far as the size of the 
movement is concerned. A quiet jobbing bus- 
iness only is to be noted, The Calcutta market 
ig reported as follows by Heilger's circular of 
February 9th: 

* Since our report of the 2d instant four auc- 
tions have been held in which 3267 chests were 
put up for sale, about 3000 chests of which 
found buyers. The catalogues contained only 
asmall proportion of known marks, All Eu- 
ropean indigos are now sold and the market for 
this description closes very firm. The market 
for Oudes has also become firmer since our last 
report, the few lots of better continental ce- 
scriptions and American qualities especially 
having been eagerly competed for. We quote 
the latter about Rs78 higher than last week. 
The total quantity out of the market tu-day 
amounts io 150400 fmds and there remain un- 
sold 1800 chests, so that the season will proba- 
bly close end of this week. The shipments we 
apportion as under: England, 15207 c; France, 
4657c; Continent, 5625e; America, 7183c; Gulf, 
etc.,530c. Total, 33,202 cheste.’’ 

Corn starch is slow of sale in a large way at 
unchanged guotations. The export demand 
has been quiet. Potato starch is moving from 
store at 34@4¢ according to quantity. 

Prussiate of potash is unchanged, American 
yellow being quoted at 21}¢c and Scotch yellow 
at 23c. 

There have been arrivals of 2000 pockets of 
turmeric; a good portion was sold previously. 
What remains can possibly be obtained at 5c. 
The jobbing price is 53544@6c. 

Myrabolans changed hands in Boston to the 
amount of 5 tons at 3c, which is the quotation 
for stock here.
